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Canada expels Soviet scientist as 


OTTAWA (CPi A* Soviet 
exchange scientist who auth¬ 
orities say attempted to buy 
classified documents from a 
fellow scientist at the Na¬ 
tional Research Council is 
being expelled from Canada. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said Thursday 
Lev Grigorey vich Khvus- 
tantsev, 39. the second Rus¬ 
sian to be expelled from Can¬ 
ada in three months, was 
caught after he bought two 


documents both unclassified 
-from the other man. 

He added the second man. 
also a foreigner, had tipfied 
authorities of the attempted 
purchnse. 

RCMP agents smuggled de¬ 
ported Khvostantsev .aboard 
Aeroflot flight 302 Thursday 
night which left Montreal for 
Paris and Moscow. 

Jamieson told reporters 
that a strong protest was 
lodged with tlie Soviet em¬ 


bassy Wednesday with the 
warning that this kind ol ac¬ 
tion can be a setback to rela¬ 
tions between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Asked, if other Russians 
were involved, Jamieson 
noted that no others are being 
asked to leave tlie country 
and "that speaks for itself." 

Jamieson refused to give 
the name of the scientist who 
tipped authorities. He had 
done no wrong. 


The expulsion comes about 
a month after five Cubans, 
including three diplomats, 
were expelled or told to stay 
out of the country for partici¬ 
pation in a spy school at 
Cuba's consulate in Montreal. 
It also was disclosed last 
month that another Cuban 
was asked to leave the 
country last year for in¬ 
telligence activities. 

In December Vladimir Vas- 
sillev, assistant air attache in 


the Soviet embassy, was tol<J 
td leave because of activities 
incompatible with his diplo¬ 
matic status. No further de¬ 
tails were even given. 

The external affairs depart¬ 
ment. giving more informa¬ 
tion than it ever has on af¬ 
fairs of this nature, said 
Khvostantsev entered Canada 
Nov. 17 as part of an ex¬ 
change program and cultivat¬ 
ed the friendship of the other 
scientist. 


Neither Jamieson nor other 
authorities would disclose 
what kind of information the 
scientist was seeking. Jamie¬ 
son said such activities as 
those by the scientist can only 
hurt exchange programs in 
the iuture. 

The external alt airs spokes¬ 
man said that when Khvos¬ 
tantsev attempted to buy clas¬ 
sified documents, the second 
scientist informed his superi¬ 


ors who in turn tipped the 
RCMP. 

Soviet ambassador Nicolai 
Makarov said Thursday that 
the external affairs depart¬ 
ment had allowed him to 
confer with the scientist 
Wednesday night. 

"Mr. Khvostantsev categor¬ 
ically denied, the charges, he 
was indignant and said he 
was completely innocent." 
Makarov said. 

"He maintained normal con¬ 


tacts with Canadian scientists 
during his stay at the Na¬ 
tional Research Council and 
he had access to documents 
usually u|x>n scientific materi¬ 
al," the ambassador added. 

Asked if the Soviet Union in¬ 
tended to issue a diplomatic 
note regarding the affair, Ma¬ 
karov said he had spoken to 
Moscow and "it was decided

38 survive oil tanker explosion

HONOLULU — A Liberian 
tanker, which earlier reported 
a leak of more than five mil¬ 
lion gallons of crude oil, ex¬ 
ploded and burned about 320 
miles west of Honolulu, the 
U.S. Coast Guard said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The coast guard said a Fili¬ 


pino freighter has picked up 
38 survivors from the tanker 
Hawaiian Patriot. 

It said the freighter the 
Philippine Bataan has radioed 
that the other member of the 
tanker’s 39-man crew has died 
in the explosion. 

Earlier, the roast guard 
said the tanker had a 48-man 


crew. Later, it revised this to 
39. 

The Hawaiian Patriot, 
which had lost the oil because 
of a major crack in its hull, 
exploded, buckled midships 
and was quickly engulfed in 
flames, the coast guard said. 

The vessel, 12 years old, Ja¬ 
panese-built, 847-loot long and 


weighing 117,925 deadweight 
tons, w’as formerly named the 
Oswego Patriot and the Borg- 
lia. 

A huge oil slick caused by 
the leak from the tanker's 
cargo of eight million gallons 
of crude oil was on fire. 

The ship had earlier report¬ 
ed that the vessel was in no

immediate danger ol sinking. 
The cause of the blast was not 
immediately known. 

The coast guard had direct¬ 
ed the tanker to halt its move¬ 
ment toward Hawaii because 
of the threat of oil pollution. 
The disabled ship and the oil 
slick were drifting westward 
away from Hawaii when the 
explosion occurred. 

The ship was en route to 
Hawaii from Indonesia. 

The Philippine merchant 
vessel Philippine Bataan was 
on the scene and a coast 
guard cutter and another 
freighter were headed toward 
the area. 

The 840-foot vessel is owned 
by Indopacific Carriers of 
Monrovia, Liberia, the coast 
guard said. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Opposi¬ 
tion MPs pressed Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau Thursday to be 
s]>ecific about loosely-defined 
pledges to keep Canada united 
through accommodations to 
the country's French-speaking 
minority. 

During a Commons hour- 
long question period devoted 
almost exclusively to Tru¬ 
deau’s visit to Washington 
this week, the prime minister 
again promised a "whole 
series of accommodations" 
designed to bind Canadians to 
one another. 

But the prime minister has 
"to do more than utter brave 
wci H is ," Opposition Leader 
Joe Clark told reporters later. 
He was commenting on Tru¬ 
deau's statement to the U.S. 
Congress Tuesday that revi¬ 
sions and accommodations 
would be made to keep Cana¬ 
da together. 

"We need specifics.” Clark 
said. 

Without going into details, 
the prime minister said unity 
might be encouraged through 
long-discussed constitutional 
revisions, social and economic 
reforms and administrative 
alterations to immigration 
and communications policy. 

Other comments: 

• New Democrat John Rod¬ 
riquez (Nickle Belt) accused 
the prime minister of making 
statements that invite the 
CIA. other police intelligence 
agents and American bu¬ 
sinessmen to "engage in eco¬ 
nomic or other intervention in 
Canada against Quebec."

Conclusions cooked up 


LONDON (Reuter) -- A 
your.g British biochemist 
Thursday admilted faking re¬ 
sults of published experiments 
during the last four years and 
apologized to the world scien-. 
tific community. 

The remarkable confession 
was made in a letter to the 
authoritative science journal 
Nature from Dr. Robert. 
Gullis, who last year ended 
two years of work at tlie Max 
Planck Institute in West Ger¬ 
many. Nature published two 


papers based on the phoney- 
data. 

"I wish to disclose the fact 
that papers published in sev¬ 
eral journals with myself as 
principal author are not reli¬ 
able." Gullis wrote. 

"The curves and values 
published are mere figments 
of my imagination, and dur¬ 
ing my short research career 
1 published my hypotheses 
rather than experimentally 
determined results." 

In all. eight papers^>ased 
on Gullis't imagination were 


published in six leading scien¬ 
tific journals, and eight other 
scientists attached their 
names to his as co-authors. 

The papers dealt with the 
response of particular cells to 
opiate drugs, and would have 
been read by almost every 
biochemist dealing with simi¬ 
lar research. 

The deception was reveal¬ 
ed after Gullis'* fellow scien¬ 
tists at the Max Planck In¬ 
stitute were not able to dupli¬ 
cate his findings.

Air fares rise 
7% on Monday 


OTTAWA (CP) — Domestic air fare increases 
averaging about seven per cent will take effect on Air 
Canada and CP Air routes effective Monday. 

The Canadian transport commission announced 
Thursday that fare increases filed Jan. 18 have been 
approved. The increases, the sixth domestic fare boost 
in four years, are "just and reasonable" and fit within 
federal anti-inflation guides, the commission said. 

Both airlines said they had substantial losses on 
domestic operations in 1976. Year-end figures have yet 
to be released. 


New ferry rates 
disclosed today 

B.C. Ferry users were warned Thursday not to ex¬ 
pect too much when the ferry authority unveils new 
fares later today. 

Transport Minister Jack Davis told the Legislature 
that general meeting Charles Gallagher would be an¬ 
nouncing new rates, but refused to speculate on what 
they might be. 

He also declined to tell Don Lockstead (NDP- 
Mackenziet which routes might be favored over others 
in any ferry fare adjustments. 

Several weeks ago the Colonist reported that con¬ 
sideration was being given to a reduction in mid-week 
and Saturday fares for foot passengers only, but that 
car rates would remain unchanged.

I * 
also developed cystitis about 
the same time, and I have 
some pretty bad varicose 
veins.

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Uganda attack ‘balderdash’ 


NAIROBI (Reuter) — The 
Ugandan government alleged 
Thursday that an invading 
force is being mustered in 
neighboring Tanzania, six 
miles from its heavily de¬ 
fended southern frontier. 

A spokesman for President 
Julius Nyerere of Tanzania 
said of the allegation broad¬ 
cast over Uganda radio: “It 
is absolute balderdash, just 
one other dream.” 


Uganda radio also claimed 
that Libya, a state friendly to 
Uganda, has “placed all its 
armed forces at the disposal 
of the Ugandan government.” 

President Idi Amin of Ugan¬ 
da is deeply concerned about 
what he says is a threat to 
his rule from across the Tan¬ 
zanian frontier. 

At his first meeting with 
foreign reporters, shortly 
after a military coup that 


8wept hin to power in Jan¬ 
uary, 1971, he spoke of in¬ 
vasion preparations in the 
neighboring East African re¬ 
public. 

No invasion materialized in 
1971, but the following Sep¬ 
tember, Ugandan exiles loyal 
to ousted Uganda President 
Apolo Milton Obote crossed 
the frontier from Tanzania in 
an attempt to destroy' the 
Amin government. 


The Uganda army cmshed 
the invasion within 48 hours. 
On Thursday, Uganda radio 
cited a military spokesman 
as saying the Uganda air 
force and marines would 
“strike deep if the reported 
invading forces from Tan¬ 
zania at all attempt to enter 
Ugandan territory even by an 
inch.” 

The spokesman also was 
quoted as saying: “Despite 


the fact that Tanzanian force* 
are reportedly six miles from 
the border the public should 
continue its daily duties nor¬ 
mally."

Snow buries U.S. midwest, 
plains battle dust storms

Foot-deep snows and a 
sheath of ice slowed or 
stopped motorists Thursday in 
the upper Midwest. Up to 
three feet of snow in three 
days touched off avalanches 
In the Colorado Rockies. 

The worst dust storms in 
decades were subsiding on the 
central and southern Plains 
but spreading^ a hazy, brown 


cloud across Lousiana, Missis¬ 
sippi, Alabama and Georgia. 

Visibility dropped to one- 
half mile at Monroe, La., and 
airplane pilots over Alabama 
reported the dust clouds 
boiled 7,000 feet above the 
ground. The American Lung 
Association cautioned persons 
with respiratory ailments to 
protect themselves from th* 
dust. 

Tornadoes spun through the 


Southeast but caused no 
serious injuries and only mini¬ 
mal property damage. 

^ Except in the Northern Red

peared to be flailing itself out. 

But the new round of snow, 
freezing rain and sleet was 
heading eastward across the 
lakes.

H ISTORY RECORDS that every now and that a 
murderous madman emerges upon the 
international scene to shock the world by his action. 
History also records that when such a bestial tyrant 
appears, the world is quite content to stand by and do 
nothing until the perpetration of his^monstrosities 
against humanity reach such proportions that even the 
most timid onlooker is forced to act — often too late, 
and more often too ineffectively. 

This is the situation as it stands today with 
President Idi Amin of Uganda. Enough is known of his 
bloody past and present reign of terror to arouse 
revulsion in the hearts and minds of all people who still 
place a value upon human life and dignity. Yet all that 
our leaders have seen fit to do in face of his mounting 
crimes is to issue a few mild rebukes and gentle 
protests. 

As the Kakwa killer even now indulges his 
bloodthirsty whim in savage rites of murder, rape, 
torture and genocide we sit like the ancients in the 
Roman Coliseum waiting for our Caesars to signal the 
end of the brutal spectacle 


But like those earlier Caesars our present day 
leaders and rulers seem loath to move until the last 
drop at blood has been spilled. From the capitals of the 
world come the sounds of “tut-tut” but little else 
Ottawa has demonstrated its concern by defeating a 
motion by the Rt. Hon. John Diefenbaker calling for 
Amin to be declared an international outlaw and for 
Uganda to be banned from the United Nations and the 
Commonwealth for as long as he is leader of that 
country. Instead, Canada sent Amin a polite note 
requesting him to permit an independent enquiry into 
the death of Archbishop Luwum. 

The United Nations — that august Parliament of 
the world — maintains a strict silence on the matter as 
does the Organization of African Unity and the 
Commonwealth secretariat 

When the final count of Uganda victims is made, 
let all these organizations — including the government 
of Canada — remember well the part they played in 
this continuing atrocity. 


Over the fence 


A FTER THE ESCAPE of two "potentially 
dangerous" prisoners from the Wilkinson'Road 
jail on December 7 last, the director of corrections for 
Vancouver island, Hal McGillivray, was reported as 
saying more staff or electronic surveillance 
equipment were needed to make the operation of the 
antiquated lock-up effective. 

The escapers apparently cut a bar from a cell 
which they used to pry another one off a window 
along with a meshed wire covering, smashed a pane of 
glass and wiggled their way through, jumping six feet 
to the ground of a courtyard they raced across to scale 
a 10-foot fence topped with barbed wire. It was early 
evening and they disappeared in nearby bush. 

It wasn't an unusually difficult break-out. In at 
least three other escapes from Wilkinson last year 
bars either were forced apart or sawn and the outer 
ience climbed. It was the same in the flight of 10 at one 
time in December of 1975. 

In other escapes on the long Wilkinson list it’s been 
merely a run for the fence and over during yard work 
or exercise periods, as was a case last May with two 
prisoners, both of whom also made a break from the 
same jail the previous month. They bolted from a 
group being led back to their cells and were away. 

So it was in the escape of two more the other 
evening, both considered to be dangerous, which 
finally may convince the government that the 
security at Wilkinson must be bolstered in some way 
or other. 


While a closed-circuit television monitoring of ac¬ 
tivities inside the jail would assist in the prevention of 
escapes, it is obvious that the outer fencing needs at¬ 
tention. It can be made more formidable, if not 
escape-proof, and leaving it as it is because the old 
lock-up is going to be replaced is no longer an accep¬ 
table excuse. 

There is another obvious need as well. From a 
review of the inumerable break-outs from this facility, 
more often that not the call has been made for the 
RUMP to come to the aid of searchers for the escapers 
with their Nanaimo-based tracking dogs 

Again more often than not, by the time they reach 
the Wilkinson scene it's too late to pick up the scent for 
effective tracking. There should be police dogs at close 
hand. 

There shouldn't be any shortage of them. In the 
Vancouver area and other sections of the Lower 
Mainland they are used in different types of police 
work and are forever being credited for jobs well done. 
At one time dogs were used here and proved their 
worth, but were never given full official recognition 
lor some unknown reason. They went the way of other 
good things. 

It's time a proper police kennel was established in 
the Victoria region. The Wilkinson jail would be an 
ideal location. When the dogs weren't looking for 
escapers they could be using their talents helping 
Lower Island police in other areas of law enforcement, 
with some frequent running out to William Head too.

Secret Service. U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
destabilization programs 
destroyed the Chilean and 
Cambodian governments, with 
extremely unpleasant conse¬ 
quences. and did their 
ludicrous best to overthrow 
Castro as well. 

In 1971 the Russians con¬ 
spired with the Ali Sabri fac¬ 
tion to overthrow the Egyptian 
government. In 1974-75 Por¬ 
tugal was so flooded with CIA 
and KGB operatives that they 
constituted a definite traffic 
hazard. 

Long before the Angolan civil 
war broke into the open, the op¬ 
posing factions were bankrol¬ 
led. armed and to a con¬ 
siderable extent controlled by 
the Russian, American, 
Chinese and South African in¬ 
telligence services.

Arnold Smith, former head of 
the Commonwealth secre¬ 
tariat, has proposed a 
new formula for defusing the 
explosive situation in 
Rhodesia: An interim British 
governor and Commonwealth 
peacekeeping troops. 

It's the type of formula that 
looks good on conference tables 
Hanked by pipe-smoking 
diplomats. In the real world of 
ideological conflict and ter¬ 
rorist massacres — such as the 
recent slaying of seven priests 
and nuns near Salisbury — it's 
a plan guaranteed not to work. 

Why not? I hear you ask. 

To begin with, the Smith 
proposal rests on two basic as¬ 
sumptions. both of which are 
entirely wrong. One is that all 
parties in the conflict — and 
the arraignment is far more 
complicated than a black-white 
division — are willing to reach 
a negotiated settlement. The 
other is that Britain enjoys a 
moral and political authority in 
Rhodesia which all the parties 
respect and are ready to accept 
as arbitrator. 

★ * * 

Both these assumptions, as 
daily events in Rhodesia and at 
the British-presided 
Conference in Geneva have 
amply demonstrated, are com¬ 
pletely false. The various black 
"liberation movements” in 
Rhodesia and the neighboring 
states (particularly in Marxist- 
ruled Mozambique) have 
repeatedly declared their 
determination to step up 
fighting during attempts to 
negotiate transition to black 
rule in Salisbury. Terrorist ac¬ 
tivities have indeed escalated 
since the "Kissinger plan" set 
the state for negotiations last 
year. The most potent, Soviet 
backed and armed of the guer¬ 
rilla groups rejects any other 
solution but seizure of power 
by force of arms. These domi¬ 
nant terrorists follow the talk- 
fight tactic that was tried out 
in Korea and perfected in Viet¬ 
nam. Negotiations in this con¬ 
text merely serve, to confuse 
the opponent and break his will 
to resist violence.

Haven t we learned anything 
at all since then? Arthur 
Smith's Alice in Wonderland 
plan for Rhodesia strongly sug¬ 
gests that we haven't. 

So does, even more depres- 
singly, the official and unof¬ 
ficial support Canada is con¬ 
tinuing to give to various ter¬ 
rorist groups in southern 
Africa which call themselvees 
"liberation movements.” 
CIDA funds (i.e.. taxpayers'

Not from the point 
of those who recruit, train and 
manipulate the murdering 
"liberators" and the Idi Amin 
nightmares that result. Their 
objective is to frighten people 
into submission, to paralyse 
any resistance by sheer horror 
That's done, in accordance 
with Stalin's and Hitler's im¬ 
provements of Lenin's 
prescription for rule by ter¬ 
ror, through frequent displays 
of unbridled brutality and gris¬ 
ly savagery. The effect in¬ 
creases with the obvious in¬ 
nocence of the victims. a

200-mile fishing limit 

U.S. Coast Guard ready 


What's the most people you ever recited at one 
time? 


When the Coast Guard begins 
next Tuesday to limit the catch 
of foreign fishermen within the 
extended, 200-mile offshore 
limit of U.S. sovereignty, it 
will also begin to provide every 
ship fishing those waters with 
an important "black box.” 

Eventually, the boxes will 
automatically trigger a 
flashing light in Coast Guard 
aircraft flying over ships in 
patrolled areas. A fishing ves¬ 
sel without the transponder in¬ 
side the black boxes will not 
cause lights to flash — and will 
be easily identified as fishing 
without a State Department 
licence to do so. 

Coast Guard officials say 
they will be ready March 1 to 
begin limiting the catch 
of foreign fishermen, although it 
will take a while lor the service • 
to get all its new equipment 
and men. Its new medium- 
range surveillance jets will 
arive at a rate of one a month 
for 41 months beginning in 
June, 1978. 

★ * * 

The Coast Guard is preparing 
to expand the number of its 
ships, aircraft and men — and 
to make use of new electronic 
equipment, including two 270- 
toot cutters, capable of carry¬ 
ing helicopters. The cutters are 
capable of speeds up to 30 
knots, which is about three 
times faster than most fishing 
vessels. Four reconditioned 
cutters now in mothballs will 
also be pressed into service, 
making a Coast Guard total of 
39. 

In addition, 41 modern 
medium-range surveillance 
jets built by Falcon Jet Cor¬ 
poration of Tettebor, New 
Jersey, will replace the 23 
medium-range, 20-year-old 
propeller-driven HU-18 
Albatross aircraft. With these 
and 2F long-range C-130 Her¬ 
cules, the Coast Guard now 
conducts search and rescue, 
pollution surveillance, drug in¬ 
terdiction, and fisheries sur¬ 
veillance.

have to patrol the entire 200- 
mile limit — just the areas off 
Cape Cod, Long Island and the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland, 
as well as areas off the Alaskan 
island of Kodiak where fishing 
is active. 

Within these limits the Coast 
Guard will determine how 
many of what kindsxif fish will 
be wanted by U.S; fishermen 
and how many of those remain¬ 
ing will be available for foreign 
fishermen. 

Last year 2,700 foreign ves¬ 
sels — including Japanese, 
Soviet, Polish, East German, 
Spanish, South Korean and 
Chinese nationalists — fished 
those waters; this year less 
than half that number are ex¬ 
pected to try to fish under the 
new restrictions. For instance, 
all foreign ships must be will¬ 
ing to take a U.S. observer 
aboard. Also, foreign 
fishermen, who have in the 
past caught sable fish off the 
West Coast of the U.S., will be 
told they cannot take any this 
year, but might fish without 
limit in the Bering Sea. These 


figures do not mean there were 
ever 2,700 foreign fishing ves¬ 
sels off U.S. coasts at one time. 
Last year the numbers varied 
from 970 in June to 240 in 
December. 

Coast Guard officers say 
they will manage well enough 
until fully equipped because 
the Coast Guard was already 
protecting fishing on the con¬ 
tinental shelf, which at some 
points extends out to 200 miles.

This means that the Coast 
Guard may board a vessel to 
see if it is illegally fishing off 
the continental shelf, notably 
for lobsters and stone crabs. 
This happens about 25 times a 
year, and violators are subject 
to havlhg the ships seized or 
paying a $500,000 line. j 

In addition to the new 200- 
mile limits established by the 
Fishermen's Conservation and 
Management Act of 1976, the 
Coast Guard patrols the three- 
mile territorial waters which 
are regarded as sovereign U.S. 
territory, and the 12-mile con¬ 
tiguous zone.

Hospital 

Surely, it is now time for 
good men to get together and 
tor common sense to surface. 
The Agnew Peckham report, as 
yet unpublished, has now come 
out squarely in agreement with 
the unanimous opinion of the 
doctors of this city, and with 
the board and the staff of the 
hospital that the Victoria 
General should not be split into 
two halves. This means either 
that the Victoria General has 
to be down-graded to the status 
of a chronic care institution 
and moved out to Helmcken 
Road, or we have to take 
another look. 

It is now obvious that the 
decision taken by Hugh Curtis, 


at that time chairman of the 
regional board, to overturn the 
redevelopment plans for the 
hospital sponsored by Mayor 
Stephens and Mayor Bryant in 
1969 was incorrect. Some of us 
said so at the time, forcibly. 
But now is not the time to let 
old disagreements cloud pre¬ 
sent judgment. Big decisions 
must be made, larger than the 
conflicts of personalities. 
Seven years have already been 
wasted. 

It is just not sensible to move 
the whole hospital out to 
Helmcken Road. The people 
the hospital serves are 
overwhelmingly in the down¬ 
town area, and this concentra¬ 
tion will increase. Helmcken 
Road is too far for them to go. 
The many people that talk to 
me are all interested in keep¬ 
ing their hospital downtown 
and in redeveloping it. 

How can one say the hospital 
is obsolete one day. when the 
day before it was working to 
full capacity. The hospital 
needs to be helped, not 
destroyed. This would mean a 
waste of many millions of dol¬ 
lars, leave alone the heritage 
to the city of generations of 
selfless Sisters of St. Ann. 

The Jubilee Hospital is 
already concerned with over¬ 
loading their facilities and, as

In the manner ol a general securing his flanks before 
launching an attack, Prime Minister Trudeau Ijew south to 
try to ensure that U.S. actions do not disrupt his campaign 
against separatist forces. 

By all accounts, he had near-complete success in that 
basic purpose, gaining understanding and support in the 
White House. 

In remarks at a formal banquet and in a television inter¬ 
view, President Carter set the tone for his administration’s 
policy toward Canada by expressing strong personal 
preference for continued Canadian unity but vowing not to 
interfere in his northern neighbor's internal matters. 

When asked whether the United States would accord 
diplomatic recognition to an independent Quebec, Carter fol¬ 
lowed Trudeau's example by refusing to predict actions 
based on that hypothetical event. 

"! don't know." the president replied. "We will cross 
that bridge when we come to it.” 

Trudeau is hoping for similar help from U.S. business¬ 
men. Through remarks to a news conference, the prime 
minister urged the U.S. business and financial community to 
keep dealing with Canada, to maintain their conlidence in 
Canadian unity and to avoid contributing to separatist efforts 
to make Quebec independence appear inevitable. 

The response of U.S. investors will take shape gradually, 
but some reports said financiers on Wall Street reacted ex¬ 
tremely favorably to Trudeau's speech to Congress. 

And It seems evident that any influence the Carter ad¬ 
ministration can exert on U.S. financial and business circles 
will support Trudeau's plea.

Members of Congress gave the prime minister's speech 
as good a reception as the most optimistic Canadian official 
could have ho[»d, showering the prime minister with praise 
and endorsing his declaration that Canadian unity should and 
will endure 

The public view of the Canadian and U.S. governments is 
that U.S. co-operation during Canada's period of internal 
strain will be available simply because it is in the U.S. 
national interest. 

When one reporter asked if there would be a "price" lor 
U.S. sympathy, referring to U.S. proposals to build a gas 
pipeline across Canada from Alaska, the prime minister 
repeated the argument of U.S. self-interest in not harming 
Canadian unity. 

But the fact remains that another major theme ol 
Trudeau 's Washington speeches was his desire to co-operate 
tally with the U.S. timetable for reaching a decision on the 
pipeline proposals.

Values can help 
journey through 
the middle years 


VANCOUVER (CP) - If 
you are middle-aged and want 
to talk about it, Professor 
Barbara Egolf will want to 
listen to you. 

In April, Ms. Egolf, 58, an 
assistant professor of educa¬ 
tion in the school of nursing at 
the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia, will begin lining up 
interviews for a book now in 
progress, Men and Women at 
Middle Life. 

She invited an overwhelm¬ 
ingly middle-aged male audi¬ 
ence at a service club lun¬ 
cheon to ask her questions 
about middle-age and to tell 
her what it was like to be a 
middle-aged man. 

The audience made no com¬ 
ments and asked no questions, 
but Ms. Egolf was assured the 
club members were very con¬ 
cerned about her belief that 
male hormones changed their 
peaks as the man grew older. 

Some men after the age of 
60 (and a few sooner) "notice 
that their greatest sex urge 
occurs around 5 or 6 a.m.," 
she said, in a background 
paper on hormones give out 
before her talk. 

She said middle-aged men 
were often the victims of ste¬ 
reotypes, particularly those 
presented in advertising. 

They were expected to defer 
to others in some ways. 

The middle-aged man is ex¬ 
pected to put his children 
through college and "be will¬ 
ing to move over when some¬ 
one comes up through the 
ranks" of his company, Ms. 
Egolf said. 

All this could lead to a loss 
of identity, she said. 

Many diseases thought of as 
being those of middle - age 
were actually started in 
youth, she said, and men 
were set up for heart attacks 
in middle life by the stress 
they find in their jobs. 

Women might soon be suf¬ 
fering more early heart at¬ 
tacks as more and more of 
them have careers outside the 
home, she said, because in 
addition to facing the pres¬ 
sures of competition "perhaps 
there'is a chip on the shoulder 
of a lot of women." 

For most men the loss of 
identity suffered in middled 
age is a more serious prob- 
1 e m than physiological 
change. 

"Men with a religion, phi¬ 
losophy, or set of values seem 
to be better able to carry chi," 
she said. 

The fascination many older 
men feel toward young 
women might be rooted in a 
desire to show they are not af¬ 
fected by time.

"This means that Come¬ 
con’s currency and gold re¬ 
serves at not large enough to 
balance its current debts," it 
said. 

Comecon’s total trade defi¬ 
cit. meanwhile, rose from $3.5 
billion in 1974 to $8.2 billion in 
1975. 


Canada-Romania 


Nuclear reactor 
licensing agreed 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada 
and Romania have agreed on 
terms for licensing construc¬ 
tion of a Canadian Candu nu¬ 
clear reactor, UPI learned 
this week. 

“We have come to an 
agreement on the licensing," 
said Dr. Roy Thomas, manag¬ 
er of the AECL nuclear ex¬ 
port program. However, it 
still had to be approved by 
the government. 

Thomas said the finance de¬ 
partment and treasury board 
would have to examine the 
agreement because the sale 
would probably require fi¬ 
nancing assistance. He said it 
would take about seven years 
from the date of signing a for¬ 
mal agreement before one 
could be inoperation. 

The licensing agreement 
would "allow them the de¬ 
signs and specifications for 
what we own," and, if ap¬ 
proved, "there would be thou¬ 
sands of jobs (for Canadians) 
associated," Thomas said. 

Under opposition question¬ 
ing in Parliament, Energy 
Minister Alastair Gillespie 
was asked if the proposed li¬ 
censing was not contributing 
to nuclear proliferation. 


Gillespie said negotiations 
were taking place but no li¬ 
censing agreement with Ro¬ 
mania would be concluded 
without assurance of safe¬ 
guards. 

"We will not authorize such 
a sale unless there are IAEA 
(International Atomic Energy 
Agency) inspections with 
respect to such an installa¬ 
tion." Gillespie said. He noted 
that Romania had signed the 
Nuclear Non- Proliferation 
Treaty. 

Thomas said Romania has 
already indicated it is willing 
to sign a bilateral agreement 
on safeguards. 

Unlike the Candu sale to Ar¬ 
gentina on which Canada 
stands to lose between $20 
million and $40 million, the 
Romanians would buy only 
the expertise and would be 
responsible for their own pur¬ 
chases of goods. He said infla¬ 
tion, which was responsible 
for the Argentina losses, 
would not affect this deal. 

"By the time they finish 
two of them they might not 
want any more,". Thomas 
said. He thought other forms 
of generating energy might 
replace the Candu system by 
that time. 


Torture becomes subtler—report 

Chile police creating 
6 atmosphere of fear’ 


GENEVA, Switzerland 
(UPI) — Torture by the se¬ 
cret police has become com¬ 
mon in Chile and the military 
regime has created an. "atmo¬ 
sphere of fear," said a report 
submitted Wednesday to the 
UN Commission on Human 
Rights. 

The report says that the 
state of emergency had be¬ 
come "the normal order in 
Chilean society.” 

The 32-page document, 
largely based on the testimo¬ 
ny of exprisoners, was drawn 
up over the past year by a 
five-member special commit¬ 
tee chaired by Gulam All Al- 
lana of Pakistan. 

The group was unable to ob¬ 
tain permission from the San¬ 
tiago government for inspec¬ 
tions of police facilities. 

"There is an atmosphere of 
fear among the population," 
the report said. 

"Although the number of 
persons tortured appeal’s to 
have diminished, the methods 
of torture have become more® 
subtle." 

"Torture of detained per¬ 
sons remains a regular prac¬ 
tice of the DINA, the security 
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police, which continues to ex¬ 
ercise unlimited powers," it 
said. 

Places of torture have 
switched from "official deten¬ 
tion camps to ‘unofficial’ 
places, which makes it more 
difficult for families and law¬ 
yers to find out about the fate 
of the victims." 

The committee’s study 
showed the rate at which peo¬ 
ple "disappear” in Chile had 
increased considerably, and it 
noted persons reported miss¬ 
ing frequently turned up dead 
under suspicious circum¬ 
stances. 

At the same time, govern¬ 
ment investigations of people 
reported missing and persons 
found dead under suspicious 
circumstances were in¬ 
complete or inadequate, it 
said. 

The report concluded that 
although there had been "cer¬ 
tain changes" since the pre¬ 
vious year — including the 
release last November of 302 
prisoners — the special com¬ 
mittee did not notice any 
"significant progress" in the 
restoration of human rights in 
Qiile.

Young, denies Empress link 

No favor to CPR 
in property buy 


Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young denied Thursday that 
the city was buying the prop¬ 
erty adjacent to the Crystal 
Garden as a favor to the 
CPR. 

He told city council that 
purchase of the property was 
important because it gave the 
city control over the future 
development of a sensitive 
part of downtown. 

Council was also told that 
several other developers, in¬ 
cluding one with “an atro¬ 
cious reputation,” had nego¬ 
tiated with the CPR for the 
purchase of the land bounded 
by Douglas and Blanshard, 
Humboldt and Belleville. 

The remark about a devel¬ 
oper's reputation was made 
by Aid. John Hayes, but on 
the mayor’s prodding, he re¬ 
tracted it. ' 

The question of whether the 
proposal to buy the property 
was a favor to the CPR was 
raised by Aldermen Murray 
Glazier and Ronald McKenzie 
in a debate preceding coun¬ 
cil’s approval of the purchase. 

Both Glazier and McKenzie . 
voted against the motion that 
the city buy the land for 
$550,000. 

Glazier charged the city 
was “rife with rumors” re¬ 
garding the sale of the land. 
He and McKenzie objected to 
the fact that they hadn’t been 
privy to the negotiations 
"until the 11th hour.” 

"Why are only a select few 


aldermen in on these discus¬ 
sions?” McKenzie asked. 

Young told him that neither 
he, nor any alderman har had 
any discussions with the CPR 
regarding the site until he re¬ 
ceived a phone call from the 
CPR headquarters in Toronto 
last Tuesday. 

He said the city had pre¬ 
viously expressed a keen in¬ 
terest in the site, and the CPR 
had informed the city that the 
sale could no longer be de¬ 
layed. 

If the city wanted the land. 
It should buy it since other 
parties had negotiated with 
them, the CPR told the 
mayor. 

Aid. Robert Wright, chair¬ 
man of council’s planning and 
zoning committee, told his 
colleagues he had not been 
aware 6f the deal until the 
mayor informed council at 
last Tuesday’s informal meet¬ 
ing, minutes after he had re¬ 
ceived the phone call from 
Toronto. 

The mayor assured council 
that the purchase had abso¬ 
lutely nothing to do with the 
CPR’s plans . “across the 
street.” 

He was referring to plans 
by the CPR to build a conven¬ 
tion centre by expanding the 
Empress’s Crystal Ballroom 
over the parking lot towards 
Douglas. 

So far, the city has no plans 
for the property it decided to 
buy.

An evil-smelling repellent 
from West Germany has 
also been tried with little 
success, and provincial wild¬ 
life personnel say that tran¬ 
quillizing the naimals and 
moving them to another part 
of the Island would only com¬ 
pound the problem in th$ 
other area. 

“We’ve writtten to the Jer- 
sey (Channel Islands) to see 
whether an ultrasonic device 
they were trying has worked 
out,” Lee said. 

The deer's principal preda¬ 
tor, man. has stopped hunting 
them with rifles on southern 
Vancouver Island, which may 
be part of the problem. How¬ 
ever, the gardens manage¬ 
ment has had to resort to an 
earlier weapon, the bow, 
when the deer population 
rises to high. “We’re living 
with about a dozen of them on 
or around the grounds now,” 
Wheelock said. 

Domestic rabbits gone wild 
are not a problem yet but the 
Butchart management is ever 
alert to the possibility their 
population levels may become 
unusually high. 

“Actually, slugs are our 
biggest problem, but we avoid 
the appearance of damage to 
flowers by the four successive 
plantings each season,” 
Wheelock added.

OTTAWA (CP) A woman 
whose son spent six months in 
Millhaven Penitentiary said 
Thursday he had to be treated 
for drug addiction after this 
releasp. 

She apjieared before a spe¬ 
cial Commons subcommittee 
into prison violence as a 
member of the women’s 
group of the John Howard So¬ 
ciety of Ottawa. 

The 50-member group was 
made up of women whose 
husbands, sons or lovers were 
in federal prisons. 

They raised the following 
issues in a brief: 

•Some prisoners developed 
drug habits in penitentiary be¬ 
cause of the free flow of both 
prescribed and illegal drugs* 
Prisoners wore rarely 
prepared for the shock of re¬ 
lease. Gradual release pro¬ 


grams, halfway houses and 
firmer training and develop¬ 
ment within the prisons were 
among their suggestions. 

—Commissioner's Direc¬ 
tives, the laws of the prison 
system, sometimes arrived 
late and often were misin¬ 
terpreted, or interpreted in 
different ways in various pris¬ 
ons. Staff should be trained to 
interpret the directives uni¬ 
formly and correctly.

Rare blood type 
found on carpet 


Lum putdown irks Royal Oak 


An expert from the RCMP 
crime detection laboratory 
said Thursday a rare blood 
type found in the motorhome 
of a man accused of murder 
matched that of a woman 
found dead last Sept. 9. 

The blood type was also dif¬ 
ferent from a sample said by 
an earlier witness to have 
been taken from the man, 
NAhcy Ziegler of Vancouver 
told a Victoria Assize court. 

She was testifying in the 
fourth day of the trial of John 
Edward Aitken, a 30-year-old 
beer parlor waiter accused of 
first-degree murder by caus¬ 
ing the death of Maire Alice 
Monique Nordelli (Gypsy) 
Dhillon, 30, a mother of three, 
while committing rape. 

Her body was found Sept. 9 
in a grassy area near a path 
leading from Anson Crescent 
to the beach at Macaulay 
Point in Esquimalt. 

Mrs. Ziegler, the 25th crown 
witness, who works in the ' 
serology section of the crime 
lab, was qualified as an ex¬ 
pert witness in body fluids, 
including blood, and their ori¬ 
gin. 

She testified she examined 
Ait ken’s motorhome Sept. 10 
and found 11 bloodspots — 
seven of them of insufficient 
quantity to ascertain the 
group type and four which she 
identified as Type A. 

The identifiable bloodspots 
were found at the doorwell on 
the passenger side, bottom of 
the engine cowling inside the 
cab and close by, and be¬ 
tween the front seats. 

A piece of carpet near the 
cowling removed by her and 
introduced as an exhibit con¬ 
tained AB2 blood, a three-part 
test, she said. 

Mrs. Dhillon’s blue dress 
which she was wearing when 
her body was found also con¬ 
tained AB2 blood, she said. 

A sample of Mrs. Dhillon's 
blood taken at the autopsy 
was ABJ. she said. 

But a sample of blood, said 
in court earlier to have been 
taken from Aitken and turned 
over to police, was AB-A1, 
said Mrs. Ziegler. 

She also said she examined 
a bandage and plaster half¬ 
cast which Aitken had worn 
lor a work injury to his right 
hand suffered Sept. 3 and did 
not find human blood present. 

She was to continue her tes¬ 
timony today before an assize 
jury and Mr. Justice Harry 
McKay. 

Cpl. Brentford Wladiohuk of 
the RCMP crime laboratory's 
hair and fibre section testified 
he examined Aitken’s mo- 
forhome Sept. 10 and gathered 
73 human hairs from various 


areas including the driver and 
passenger positions. 

He said 19 of the 73 hairs 
were “similar” to exhibits to 
Mrs. Dhillon’s hair. 

He said all that could be 
said of the 19 hairs was that 
they were “similar” to Mrs. 
Dhillon's and they could have 
originated from that source or 
any other source with the 
same physical characteristics. 

None of the similar-type 
hairs contained a blood-like 
substance but some of the dis¬ 
similar ones had blood-like 
substance on them, he said. 

Wladichuk removed a par¬ 
tial fingernail with orange- 
colored nail polish from the 
driver’s footwell area. He said 
the nail was tom with a 
jagged tear on the edge. 

But a physical matchup was 


not possible between the torn 
nail and Mrs. Dhillon's finger¬ 
nails, removed at the autopsy. 

Cpl. Richard Shaddick of 
the RCMP crime laboratory's 
chemistry section said he test¬ 
ed the nail polish on the tom 
nail and Mrs. Dhillon’s nails 
and concluded the polish on 
all of them was the same phy¬ 
sically and Chemically. 

He agreed that the nail 
polish was of a relatively 
common type and that he 
never received any nail polish 
belonging to Mrs. Aitken. 

Dianna Wladichuk of the 
RCMP crime laboratory's al¬ 
cohol Section said she tested a 
sample of Mrs. Dhillon’s 
blood, taken at the autopsy 
the day after she was found 
dead, and the blood alcohol 
content was 0.26.

A storm of protest rose 
Thursday over Saanich Mayor 
Edward Lum’s statement it 
would be pointless to discuss 
with Royal Oak residents 
their concerns over the mu¬ 
nicipality’s industrial zone. 

However, Aid. Fred Sever¬ 
son, chairman of council’s 
lands, planning and housing 
committee, said he wanted to 
assure residents they would 
have an opportunity to air 
their concerns about the dev¬ 
elopment. 

Lum said In a Golonist in¬ 
terview Wednesday that in¬ 
dustrial development in the 
Royal Oak area would go 
ahead as planned regardless 
of what area residents said. 

Lum said the meeting being 
arranged between a ratepayer 
group and the committee to 
discuss a 47-point brief deal¬ 
ing with the 120-acre industri¬ 
al development would* be 
pointless. ' 

Severson said he was quite 
prepared to meet residents to 
discuss areas of concern. The 
meeting would be held late 
next month. 

Municipal staff were com¬ 
piling answers to questions 
posed in a 47-point brief sub¬ 
mitted to council last month 
by Ben Pires, of 804 Mann. 

“I support the proposed in¬ 
dustrial development, but am 
ready and willing to meet the 
ratepayers.” 

Severson said it was possi¬ 
ble a special meeting of the 
committee would be called to 
discuss the controversial 
issue. 

He said he was not pre¬ 
pared to comment on Lum’s 
statement other than observe: 
“He’s entitled to his opinion.” 

Pires, a provincial housing 
ministry employee, said the 
remark by Lum that the 
meeting would be pointless 
“is one of the compelling rea¬ 
sons why people feel he 
should be thrown out of office 
as soon as possible.” 

Lum, he added, “refuses to 
accept the fact that many res¬ 
idents have deep concerns 
about the loss of agricultural 
land to urban sprawl. 

“All I want is straight an¬ 
swers to some perfectly legiti¬ 
mate questions,” he said. 

Royal Oak Ratepayers’ As¬ 
sociation president Mrs. John 
Clay said her first reaction to 


Lum’s comments were one of 
surprise. 

“He (Lum) is turning a 
deaf ear and a blind eye to 
residents living near the pro¬ 
posed development.” 

She described the mayor’s 
action as “dictatorial” and 
said lack of input by residents 
would be the end result. 

The brief submitted by 
Pires had the blessing of the 
association. “The document 
contains many questions we 
have asked before but which 
have never been answered by 
council,” she said. 

Pires said the mayor's re¬ 
marks raised a nagging ques¬ 
tion in his mind: Why is he 
pushing so arrogantly and 
doggedly for this development 
to the extent of running 
roughshod over the legitimate 
anxieties of the residents of 
the area? 

He said Lum’s reference 
about his employment with 
the municipal affairs ministry 
was “a cheap political shot. 

“Lum is attempting through 
innuendo to say I should not 
be raising questions. As a 
property owner I have every 
right to ask questions, speak 
out on issues that affect the 
municipality and myself.” 

Severson said Thursday he 
wanted light, clean industry 
on the land, but was fearful 
land costs would spiral if 
lengthy delays were encoun¬ 
tered: 

He said meetings have been 
held with a consortium of de¬ 
velopers interested in devel¬ 
oping the firstvphase of the in¬ 
dustrial park — about 60 
acres. 

“I’m all tor the proposal,” 
he said, “but I will urge all 
development be done under a 
land-use contract with a tight 
check maintained on the type 
of industry locating in Saan¬ 
ich.”

B.C. to appeal 
fingerprint ruling 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
•Provincial attorney-general 
will appeal a family court 
judge’s ruling that juvenile 
delinquents cannot be fin¬ 
gerprinted without their con¬ 
sent, a department spokes¬ 
man says. 

“The form of the appeal has 
not been decided,” the spokes¬ 
man for Attorney-general 
Garde Gardom said. “We can 
either appeal the decision 
under the Juvenile Delin- 
quentc Act or we can apply 
for a writ of mandamus in 
(B.C.) supreme court.” 

A writ qf mandamus re¬ 
stores to the complainant the 
rights or privilege* of which 
he has been illegally de¬ 
prived. 

The attorney-general's 
spokesman said the fin¬ 
gerprinting policy had been 
issued by the director of crim¬ 
inal law in July, 1975. 

“There was an inconsis¬ 
tency of practice throughout 
the province concerning the 
fingerprinting of juveniles,” 
he said. “The intention erf the 
directive was to apply the 
process uniformly in the prov¬ 
ince.” 

Judge Winifred .Murphy 
said in her judgment the dis¬ 
cretion given juvenile court 
judge* made them individu¬ 
ally responsible for determin¬ 
ing whether fingerprints were 
obtained with the proper con¬ 
sent. 

Murphy also found that 
common 1 a w judgments, 


which permit the admission of 
evidence even if obtained ille¬ 
gally, could not be applied to 
juveniles.

“I will be stepping out of 
the picture and a local organi¬ 
zation will take place in pro¬ 
moting the idea."

W iretapping still 
‘effective tool’ 
in B.C.—Gardom

There were 91 authorized 
telephone taps last year in 
B.C., 17 bugged rooms and 
one incident of electronic sur¬ 
veillance “by other means.” 

The statistics on wiretap¬ 
ping and other forms of sur¬ 
veillance of criminal activi¬ 
ties were disclosed Thursday 
by Attorney General Garde 
Gardom. 

Tabling three annual Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy Act re¬ 
ports, Gardom said that while 
wiretapping showed a small 
decrease in 1976 from 1975, 
electronic checks on criminal 
activity were still in wide use. 

The general assessment 
section of the 1376 report 
states that the decline from 
the previous year "cannot be 
attributed to any specific fac¬ 
tor. The main point is that it 
is still being used as an effec¬ 
tive tool in the tight to control 
major crime in the province.” 

While admitting that dif¬ 
ficulties still arise in the wire¬ 
tap field, the report says that 
the biggest problem lies in 
lack of manpower and money 
to carry out lengthy investiga¬ 
tions. 

Tbe average duration of a 
wiretap is about a month al¬ 
though the report lists eight 
as continuing longer than 30 
days and five being carried* 
out for more than two 
months. 

Most of the taps were car¬ 
ried out on private homes, 
with the second-highest target 
being commercial premises or 
motels. Five wiretaps are list¬ 
ed under “other,” but no clar¬ 
ification is provided. 

Of the six criminal charges 
laid following wiretapping 
five were successfully prosec¬ 
uted. 


There were 32 wiretaps 
from which evidence was 
gathered but not yet used in 
cohrt. 


In 1975 there were 166 tele¬ 
phone taps and 41 bugged 
rooms authorized by the attor¬ 
ney general’s department. 


Clover Point surprise 

Bids on outfall 
come in low 


Contractors eager for work 
bid below estimates Thursday 
for a 6.900-foot sewage outfall 
for Clover Point. The low bids 
should allow the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board to recoup the 
over-estimate bids last year 
on the pump station. 

Four bids were opened, 
ranging from $2.48 million to 
just under $3 million. 

1-ast month the job was es¬ 
timated to cost $3,019,000. 

Last fall the pump station, 
estimated to cost $2.7 million, 
actually cost $3.2 million. 

Regional public works 
chairman Murray Glazier 
said the low* bids reflected the 
general state of the construc¬ 
tion industry. * * 

“We had bids closed yester¬ 
day on the Haliburton reser- 
vtor for the Greater Victoria 
Water District at $1.5 million 
on an estimate of $1.8 mil¬ 
lion,'' said Glazier. 

“The contractors really 
want those contracts.” 

The low bids, he said, bring 
the total for the project close 
to the originally estimated 
price, making up for the esca¬ 
lations for the pump station. 

“It proves that Clover Point 
was the proper site for this 
outfall.” 

Clover Point was chosen on 
economic as well as engineer¬ 
ing considerations, and there 
would have been concern if 
the cost had gone too high.

CP accused of ‘child neglect’ on E&N 


Canadian Pacific’s treat¬ 
ment of the E&N railway is 
“corporate child neglect,” the 
lawyer who acted for the pro¬ 
vincial government in last 
year’s hearings on the rail¬ 
way said Thursday. 

Melvin Smith, addressing 
the’Victoria Rotary Club, said 
the CPR had been more than 
amply paid to continue rail 
service on the E&N in perpe¬ 
tuity, but had failed time and 
time again to live up fo its 
agreement with the federal go¬ 
vernment. 

That agreement called ujxin 
the original owners of the 
line, who sold it to the CPR. 
lo “lay out. make, build, con¬ 


struct, complete, equip, main¬ 
tain and work continuously a 
line of railway . . . from Es¬ 
quimau to Nanaimo. 

Lawyers for the CPR argued 
that the word “continuously” 
was actually supposed to be 
"continuous.” referring to the 
distance which the line was 
supposed to cover without a 
break. 

In addition to being poor 
grammar, the CPR position 
completely ignored the his¬ 
tory and the issues involved, 
Smith told Rotarians. 

The three-party agreement 
between thA province of B.C.. 
the federal government and 
the owners of the railway was 


a "package deal” that in¬ 
volved conveyance of land 
and cash to the railway 
owners, in return for opera¬ 
tion of the railroad in perpe¬ 
tuity. Smith said. 

“That was the deal and it 
still is the deal.” ' 

Succeeding could cases 
have upheld this interpretar 
(tion of the agreement, he 
said. 

Mr. Justice LpcKe of the Su¬ 
preme Ciurybf Canada said 
in'' 1948- thkMne subsidies were 
Au ensur/ the operation of the 
Vailway/in perpetuity, noting 
that—‘‘otherwise the railway 
company might have simply 
built the line for the purpose 


of obtaining the valuable sub¬ 
sidies and discontinued opera¬ 
tion if it proved unprofitable.” 

The Canadian Transport 
Commission turned down an 
application in 1970 to discon¬ 
tinue passenger .service by 
saying that "until we have ev¬ 
idence before us that the ser¬ 
vice is being properly run, so 
far as it is within the power of 
CP Rail to do so. it is impossi¬ 
ble for us to make the deter¬ 
mination whether the service 
is uneconomic and is likely to 
continue to be so." 

According to foe CPR. even 
foe company itself does not 
know if foe line is unprofita¬ 


ble, Smith said, because his 
request for financial statistics 
on the line was met by a 
response that "figures were 
not available.” 

“I find it incredible that a 
railway that can tell me the 
number of railway ties it has 
in place on the line and the 
age of each tie< cannot pro¬ 
duce the financial statistics 
for its annual operations," 
Smith said. 

The 1970 CTC decision also 
ordered studies of ways to im¬ 
prove the service on the line, 
but all that has been done is 
“ad hoc alterations.” Smith 
said. 


The alterations include 
“switching foe time-table 
around and then back again 
so that everyone is hopelessly 
confused; changing the loca¬ 
tion of the Victoria station so 
that its location must be one 
of the best kept secrets in Vic¬ 
toria; increasing the fare over 
the past 10 years by 276 per 
cent so that it is now ho¬ 
pelessly uncompetitive with 
bus service: taking the agents 
out of the stations; spending 
the large annual sum of $150 
on an advertising budget, all 
of it being expended on re¬ 
printing the time table and 
advising people of service 
disruptions.”

Pen-bred pheasants couldn t survive wilds—SPCA

Pen-bred pheasants us^d in 
“recreational” shoots are so 
tame hunters sometimes have 
to walk up to them and per¬ 
suade them to fly. 

Persuasion often involves a 
"push” with foe foot. 

But the pheasants are poor, 
slow fliers, and some of them 
run away instead. 

"The birds are usually over¬ 
weight. unexercised,” Vic¬ 
toria bird expert Don Adams 
said in an interview Thurs¬ 
day. (See also Page 29). 

Adams is the manager of 
the Victoria SPCA and a 
former Ontario provincial po¬ 
liceman. 

Before his job as SPCA 
manager he was a conserva¬ 
tion officer with the B.C. fish 
and wildlife branch. 

He still works with fish 
and wildlife officials as a con¬ 
sultant. 

Pen-bred pheasants not 
killed by shotgun fire often 
die of starvation or exposure, 
he said. 

“Some guy chmes into their 
pen every day and feeds and 
waters them. They never gel 



acclimatized to foe wild envi¬ 
ronment,” Arfams said. 

The pheasants are kept in 
captivity from the day they 
hatch until the day they are 
released to the hunters. 

Adams said the biggest 
pheasant pen he ever saw was 
in California. It was called a 
"flight pen.” It was 100 by 50.

leet. About 200 birds were 
k#j»t in it for two weeks be¬ 
fore they were released to l>e 
shot. 

The pen was supi>osed to let 
them exercise their wings, to 
make the shoot more exciting. 

“They’d fly up and hit the 
wire and bounce back to the 
ground again.” 


“The majority of these 
birds are in poor feather con¬ 
dition. Their wing feathers and 
tail feathers are broken or 
pulled out. They are inferior 
to wild birds in stamina and 
hiding abilities.” he said. 

Chicks raised in “brooders” 
graduate to "raising pens” 
and then to “flight-condition¬ 
ing |>ens." he said. 

Adams said commercially- 
raised pheasants can be bred 
lor a number of reasons. 

They can be fattened for res¬ 
taurants, or pampered to the 
lieak of physical condition for 
show, or pen-raised for “rec¬ 
reational" hunting. 

Depending on the purpose, 
he said, the birds will be in 
varying degrees of condition¬ 
ing. 

He said a commercial 
breeder on the Gulf Islands 
supplies Super-Valu stores 
witlr-pheasants. 

"You don’t have to shoot 
one to eat one," he said. 

Adams said foe SPCA is not 
against the “taking of ani¬ 
mals for food or any other le¬ 
gitimate purpose.” The soci¬ 
ety is against the "senseless 
killing" of animals and birds 


for sport, especially animals 
that aren't equipped, he said. 

Pen-bred pheasants are 
about nine months old when 
they are released to hunters. 

Adams, who has a large 
aviary, said he was asked 
lour years ago by business¬ 
men on Vancouver Island if 
he would raise birds for a 
shooting operation they want¬ 
ed to develop. He refused. * 
Adams said the North Saan¬ 
ich application for a shooting 
farm, which was approved by 
council but temporarily halted 
by Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf. 
would be the type of operation 
suitable for businessmen who 
didn’t have the time to hunt 
for wild animals. 

“You get some client who 
has a few thousand dollars to 
invest in your company, and 
you take him out and impress 
• him with some hunting ’’ 

Adams said the more elabo¬ 
rate jiheasant shoots in t h e 
United States guarantee a 
quota of dead birds, provf&e 
free bar sendee and give 
hunters, upon request, bird* 
already plucked and dressed. 

(At some commercial shoot 


operations in B.C., the fee for 
the privilege of shooting pen- 
raised birds is $300 a year. 
The shoots, two of which are 
on the Island, are run under 
the auspices of the Fish and 
Wildlife branch.) 

Adams said he believes that 
in Greater Victoria, hunters 


of wild animals outnumber 
the “slob hunters who hunt 
domestic animals.” 

He said the usual procedure 
at the shooting farms is to 
make an appoinIntent. 

An hour or so before the 
tiunteys arrive, birds are 
placed in a field. Some of 


. ■ l 

them are placed in bushes. 
Others run for hushes. 

The hunters are told the 
general location of the birds. 

“Sometimes the hunters 
have to go to the bushes and 
chase them out.” Adams said. 

“The birds don't have much 
lear of humans.”

Export lids lifted 


OTTAWA (CP) — Poorer 
business conditions this year 
than at the same stage of 1976 
may force the Federal Busi¬ 
ness Development Bank to 
write off more of its loans to 
small business, J. R. Murray, 
president of the federal 
agency, said Thursday. 

Murray, appearing before 
the Commons finance com¬ 
mittee, said about 1,600 ac¬ 
counts held by the bank are in 
serious, trouble this year com¬ 
pared with 1,000 at the same 
time last year. 

The bank, which was set up 
to act as a lender of last re¬ 
sort for small business, had to 
write off $4.5 million in loans 
last year. Its total assistance 
to about 32,300 businesses is 
valued at $1.4 billion. 

“This year, with business 
conditions the way they are, 


we'll be having a larger pro¬ 
vision for doubtful accounts,” 
Murray said. 

He told MPs that of every 
100 loans, about 40 have some 
problems, but the bank tries 
to help by postponing pay¬ 
backs, giving special manage¬ 
ment counselling or providing 
funds to buy needed equi|> 
ment. 

The last thing the bank will 
do is seize a business, he said.

The federal good neighbor 
policy of approving emer¬ 
gency oil and natural gas ex¬ 
ports to help solve shortages 
in the United States is bring¬ 
ing millions of additional dol¬ 
lars to the oil companies and 
to federal and provincial trea¬ 
suries. 

With fuel shortages brought 
on by bitter winter weather 
forcing schools and industries 
to close in some states, Otta¬ 
wa moved quickly—some¬ 
times in only hourse—to meet 
U.S. requests for any avail¬ 
able surplus fuel. 

No figure on the total value 
of the crude oil, products such 
as gasoline and heating fuel 
and the natural gas shipments 
is available, but the amount is 
significant. 

The 35.7 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas, which sells at the 
border for $1.94 a thousand 
cubic feet, is itself worth $70 
million. 

The National Energy Board 
says no value is available on 
the 2.1 million barrels of heat¬ 
ing oil and gasoline approved 
for export since the prices 
vary wih each shipment. The 
individual prices are consid¬ 
ered confidential information 
and aren’t released. 

But on those shipment^, the 
export tax levied by the feder¬ 
al government on oil products 


moving south adds up to 
more than $6 million. 

In addition to those mea¬ 
sures, the government says it 
will delay plans to slash oil 
exports this year, in line with 
a policy of eliminating them 
entirely by the end of 1981. 

It says light oil shipments 
will remain steady at 180,000 
barrels a day until June 30 
and heavy oil shipments will 
depend on domestic supply 


and demand. In March the 
heavy oil exports will be 
118,000 barrels a day. 

Earlier fears that natural 
gas exports, some of it under 
contracts lasting 20 years, 
might have to be reduced ap¬ 
pear to be diminishing in the 
wake of more successful ex¬ 
ploration programs in the 
western producing provinces. 

But oil supplies are still 
tight and government intends 


to eliminate the exports. Cuts 
are expected July 1 after the 
energy board reports on a 
study of supply and demand. 

The government says that 
despite the declining reserves 
of oil, a small surplus was 
available this winter and it 
felt an obligation to meet 
shortages that caused, in the 
words of the energy board, 
“very real hardship in the 
U.S.”

His critics ask how a man 
who lives in an opulent duplex 
in Belgravia can identify with 
the misery of unemployment. 

He refuses to feel guilty 
about his wealth. Asked 
whether he really has seven 
bathrooms. Lever replied. “At 
least.” 

Max Madden, a Labor back¬ 
bencher, recently charged 
Lever with the deviationist 
crime of “purchasing expen¬ 
sive blazers with gold buttons 
and playing bridge with 
members of the House of 
Lords.” 

Madden was quoting a Om¬ 
ni u n i s t party newspaper 
which said the garment had 
cost $1,700 — gold buttons 
extra. 

Lever replied that while he 
wouldn’t say how much he 
paid for the jacket — except 
that it was "the ordinary 
price” — he had been unable 
to locate a hallmark on the 
buttons. 

“I’m pursuing my metallur¬ 
gical studies,” he said. 

As for bridge-playing with 
belted peers, it was the regu- 
1 a r Commons-Yersus-Lnrds 
tournament and the MPs won 
another victory for the work¬ 
ing classes. 

Lever’s highly quotable put- 
downs have done little to en¬ 
dear him to party colleagues 
or opponents with more con¬ 
servative philosophy.

l'le declared he will recom¬ 
mend that no player attend 
training camp next season 
unless it is obvious that his 
team is going to survive the 
season. 

“And at the moment I think 
there are three or four clubs 
that should be examining 
their financial positions to de¬ 
termine whether or not it 
makes any economic sense 
whatsoever to continue in 
business next year.” 

Negotiations to keep the 
Barons from sinking ended in 
New York Wednesday with 
the NHL and Barons owner 
Mel Swig each putting up 
$350,000 and the players’ asso¬ 
ciation agreeing to borrow 
$600,000. 

Eagleson emphasized that 
the $600,000, to be repaid in 
the next two years from rev¬ 
enue from extra elhibition 
games, is reserved for sa¬ 
laries. 

“We don’t want the Cleve¬ 
land management to add con¬ 
tracts or increase payments 
to players . . . they’ll be able 
to make trades on the under¬ 
standing that there be no sale 
for cash. We saw no reason to 
put our money in and then 
find out that Mr. Swig and the 
Barons had sold three or four 
players and walked aw ay with 
two or three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars.” 

Eagleson said his prefer¬ 
ence is that the money he 
raised by four to six exhibi¬ 
tion games next summer in- 
v o 1 v i n g the top-drawing 
teams. 

Discussing the general 
problems faced by the league 
Eagleson said the owners 
should drop the requirement 
that any decisions be made by 
unanimous agreement: sched¬ 
ules should be reairanged so 
that a team plays more 
games agaiqst nearby clubs 
and makes fewer cross-con¬ 
tinent trips; the four-division 
alignment should be scrapped 
in favor of three divisions of 
six teams or perhaps three 
divisions of five, dropping 
three clubs; and the number 
at players that can be pro¬ 
tected by each club should be 
reduced. 

“Why should Peter Lee be 
playing in Halifax when Paul 
Gardner’s got 23 goals for Co¬ 
lorado? If they want to send 
him to Halifax if he can’t 
make it in Montreal, they 
should let every team in the 
NHL have a shot at him first. 
A first-year pro doesn’t have 
to be protected. Why not? 
Why shouldn’t Montreal have 
to protect Peter Lee next 
summer?” 

Lee. a right-winger from Ot¬ 
tawa ’67s of the Ontario Hock¬ 
ey Association Major Junior A 
League, was Montreal’s No. 1 
pick in the draft last year. 
Gardner, from Oshawa Gen¬ 
erals, was selected by Colora- 
dio just ahead of Lee. 

Eagleson said “the game is 
over for the fringe players 
making $75,000 a year” and 
added “he’s going to be on a 
two-way contract making 
$40,000 or" $50,000 in the NHL 
and $15,000 to $20 v 000 in the 
minors.” 

He said salaries of stars 
would remain high but that 
the total salary budget for 
each team should range be¬ 
tween $1.2 and $1.5 million for 
20 players. 

“It’s incumbent on the 
owners and the players’ asso¬ 
ciation to look at the future of 
this game very seriously. And 
I know, from the players’ 
I>olnt of view, we are pre¬ 
pared to look at any and all 
aspects of the collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement.” 

He said the owners had cried 
that they're going to lose be¬ 
tween $12 and $18 million this, 
year. “Most owners say ‘all 
we w r ant to do is cut salaries 
in half and we can survive’. I 
think that’s a lot of crap. Take 
a look at the revenues of De- 
torit Red Wings. Why are 
they only drawing 7000 fans? 
Is it because their salaries 
are too high? I doubt it. 
They’ve just got a lousy prod¬ 
uct on tiie ice.”

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It is the tigie of year vacation schedules are being posted 
on office bulletin boards and if you are a sports salmon fish¬ 
erman this is a good year to look to a late summer, early fall 
holiday on the east coast of Vancouver Island. 

Federal fisheries predicts some good salmon fishing in 
the Gulf of Georgia and Johnstone Strait and only mediocre 
fishing in Juan de FQca Strait this year. 

In the Campbell River waters first returns of adult coho 
to the new Quinsam hatchery will enhance the sports fishery. 

Jacks returning to the Quinsam in 1976 indicated signifi¬ 
cant returns can be expected this late summer and fall. 

For the wild coho that should return to Johnstarfe Strait 
rivers this year spawning and incubation conditions] were fa¬ 
vorable three years ago, but rearing conditions may not have 
been. 

For those reasons federal fisheries predict an average to 
less-than-average catch of local wild stocks. But add them to 
the new (first-ever) run of returning Quinsam hatchery coho, 
coupled with jacks returning as two-yearolds. and it should 
'all add up to some terrific up-Island sports fishing. 

An average return of cilinooks is expected in the John¬ 
stone Strait-Campbell River area. 

Mid-Island waters, from Nanaimo to Comox, can expect 
gome fantastic sports fishing according to early predictions. 

For coho, the prediction states an “average to above- 
average summer-fall stream conditions and an average abun¬ 
dance of grilse, indicates an average to better-than-average 
return in 1977." 

To that better-than-average coho fishing, add the Big 
Qualicum hatchery bonanza return from a million coho 
smolts released two years ago and the returns from nearly a 
million Chinooks and it should be obvious those are the 
waters to head for in late summer and early fall. 

★ ★ ★ 

Coho^predictions for Juan de Fuca anglers fishing the 
Fraser River runs are not encouraging. 

'“Weather conditions were favorable in the upper Fraser 
and unfavorable in the lower Fraser. Returns to the lower 
Fraser are expected to be below average. Conservation 
measures may be required for early upper Fraser return," 
says the federal fisheries predictions. 

But, this will be a pink salmon year in Juan de Fuca and 
pinks seem to encourage the coho to run into sports fishing 
waters with them, and that usually provides a little better 
fishing than in even-numbered non-pink years. 

But, the pink run is Dredicted as “disappointing" this 
year 

The sockeye run through Juan de Fuca to the Fraser is 
predicted as a bonanza and that will mean a big fleet of new 
boats in Juan de Fuca. which will do nothing to help sports 
fishing, and could really decimate our early resident coho 
stocks. 

Light returns of chinooks are anticipated to the Fraser 
River and because of the expected low returns erf the early 
upper Fraser chinooks, the waters easterly of the Fraser 
River Blue Line win remain closed to all commercial salmon 
net fishing, with curtailments of sports fishing and the Indian 
food fishery. 

That means Sooke-Beechey Head anglers can’t be too op¬ 
timistic about the spring chinook fishing in Juan de Fuca, al¬ 
though the Columbia River chinooks also contribute to that 
fishery. 

★ ★ ★ 

Lower Vancouver Island winter salmon tishing continues 
fairly good with a 2.2 fish-a-boat average in Sooke-Becher 
Bay-Pedder Bay waters: 2.4 fish-a-boat off Victoria and Con¬ 
stance Banks; 2.3 fish-a-boat off Oak Bay’s Trial Island and 
the Flats; 1.5 fish-a-boat off Sidney; and 1.3 fish-a-boat in 
Saanich Inlet where Indian Bay and Tod Inlet has been best 
spot for eight to 13-pounders, with mainly grilse in other 
areas. • 

Biggest salmon for some time is the 34-pounder taken 
Saturday between Secretary Island and Beechey Head by 16- 
vear-old Mike Moss, using a five-inch black scalp and green 
Tomic plug, 100 feet of line and two pounds of weight. 

Jerry Armstead landed a 23-pounder along the Pedder 
Bay kelp bed around noon Saturday on Radiant Squirt, five 
feet of leader, two pounds of weight and 70 feet of line. 

Sansum Narrows, Porlier Pass. Tent. Thetis and Kuper 
Islands have all been good spots for small chinooks and 
grilse. 

Sea lions have been scaring the chinooks at Northwest 
Bay. where fishing has been spotty. 

John Ebert is still getting chinooks at Campbell River on 
bucktail fly trolled along Quadra Island and along the Camp¬ 
bell River waterfront. 

Recent rains brought rivers up to good fishing condition 
for steelheaders who have been meeting with some success. 
Cool nights have been dropping the rivers a little. Gold River 
has been good, Quinsam has been fair and so has the Oyster. 
Cowichan is still producing fairly well, but the kelts are start¬ 
ing to move out and are being taken by steelheaders. Koksi- 
lah is giving up steelhead.

“The grand piano is a eco¬ 
logical monstrosity. It con¬ 
sumes 1,000 pounds of the 
finest, most select materials: 
wood, copper, steel, even 
ivory for the keyboard. The 
equivalent harpsicord con¬ 
sumes one-tenth of the same 
materials. 

“You can’t have a piano in 
an apartment. Either you 
have no room or the rules 
won’t allow it or you feel 
badly because you know it 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Si¬ 
gurd Sabathil believes the 
piano is dying out and he’s in 
the business of building the 
instrument that will take its 
place. 

Sabithil makes harpsichords 
as did his father before him. 

There are 100 Sabathil in¬ 
struments in homes and 
schools in the Vancouver area 
^and 1,500 elsewhere in North 
America, including one in the 
White House. 

“I love the piano,’’ he said 
i “It’s a romantic instrumertt 
— but the romantic age is 

I over. 


can be heard in two apart¬ 
ments in every direction. 

“The harpsichord is small 
and light and you can play it 
all night without disturbing 
anyone. 

Sabathil makes his harp¬ 
sichords in a fifth-floor work¬ 
shop in downtown Vancouver. 
This year he plans to build be¬ 
tween 50 and 75 of the in¬ 
struments. 

He builds his harpsichords 


with a metal frame because it 
is stronger than wood. 

“I get attacked by the tradi¬ 
tionalists,” he said. “But 
there is 30 pounds of tension 
on each string. Depending on 
the size of the harpsichord, 
that adds up to between 2,000 
and 4,000 pounds of pressure. 

“In the traditional in¬ 
strument, the soundboard had 
to bear the brunt. To me, 
that’s criminal. The sound¬ 


board is the soul of the in¬ 
strument. It’s the thing that 
makes or breaks the sound. 
All the metal frame does is to 
take the pressure off the 
soundboard. 

He said the harpsichord 
should not be an elitist in¬ 
strument or a museum piece. 

“My instruments are made 
to be used day and day out. 
Some people take them to 
their summer cottage. That’s 


fine. Just take the legs off, 
laod it in the station wagon 
and away you go,” 

The Sabathils came to Van- 
cuover in 1959 and started 
them business a year later. 
Originally from Marienbad, 
Czechoslovakia, they had fled 
to West Germany in 1946. 

Sigurd Sabathil grew up in 
Munieh. He was nine when his 
lathet, a piano-maker, made 
his first harpsichord.

KETCHUM, Idaho - Nancy 
Taylor Stonington has paint¬ 
ed. on and off, all her life. But 
only when she saw Alaskd did 
she decide to make it her 
life’s work. 

“The cities and fishing vil¬ 
lages there bask in beautiful, 
almost mystical settings.” 
says Miss Stonington. "There 
are f jords . . . snow-covered 
peaks rise out of the ocean, 
and mist covers forested is¬ 
lands. ...” 

Site was teaching geography 
at the community college in 
Sitka — far from the farm in 
Suflem, New York,-where she 
was bom and raised — when 
she fell in love with the 
glories of Alaska. "I was 
investigating new opportuni¬ 
ties in the field of scientific 
illustration,” r e c a 11s the 
lormer draftswoman and car¬ 
tographer, “when I realized 
how well this part of the 
world lent itself to watercol- 
or.” 

Miss Stonington then sjient 
months learning all she could 
from written instruction and 
painting every day to master 
the medium. 

“I’m delighted to say that 
the response to my work has 
been very positive,” she says. 
“But it’s only come after a 
great deal of effort. An easy 
partnership between a painter 
and her medium, especially a 
medium like watercolor. 
takes years to achieve. And 
I'm learning all the time." 

But that effort has paid off: 
. Today she is one of more ac¬ 
claimed young watercolorists 


in the U.S. and her work is 
exhibited throughout the 
country, and more recently in 
Europe. Her paintings also 
hang in museums among , 
them, not surprisingly, the 
Afaska State Museum. v / J . 

She makes her home her? | 
in Idaho, but spends most of 
the year living in her maxi-* 
van, painting Alaska. "It. 
serves very adequately as a 
home away from home and 
also a studio away from the 
studio,” she says. "I poke 
around new territory, painting 
along the way. . 

She says that because she . 
spends so much time travel¬ 
ling, her work habits are 
sometimes erratic. "I’m con¬ 
stantly on the road, and I $lso 
mat and frame my own work, 
as well as paint every day. 
But 1 believe strongly in hard 
work: Fpr me, drawing 
comes easily bui painting 
does no*.. So l force myself to 
paint by lining up shows one 
year in advance.” 

Her reason for painting is 
her need to paint, and what 
she labels “an irresistible 
chain of events.” She ob¬ 
serves that “it’s a totally ex¬ 
citing experience to absorb a 
new scene, or even a familiar 
scene with a new slant, and 
then to critically analyze it 
for painting . . . 

Most of the time, of course, 
she paints by herself. She 
takes her camper to a spot, 
steps outside, and goes to 
work. But every now and |hen 
she asks a friend to come 
along.' 

“Creating a familiar atmo¬ 
sphere with paint on paper is 
a tremendous challenge. But 


it’s also one which, when ac¬ 
complished, make all the f 
hours of struggle and frustra¬ 
tion more than worth it.”

LOS ANUKLES (AP) —

Glynn Turman, who stars 
as the song and dance man 
Harry Brown, says: “It’s a 
small peek into the Recon¬ 
struction era. when blacks 
were trying to find work for 
themselves. And if they want¬ 
ed to make it in the entertain¬ 
ment business, just about the 
only way was the minstrel 
show.” 

Turman and Ted Ross play 
brothers who broke into the 
once all-white minstrel world. 
Turman is the talented, ex¬ 
troverted star who is content 
to use the minstrel show as a 
means to success. Ross is a 
song writer — “kind of an 
early Scott Joplin” —- who 
wants to shatter the black ste¬ 
reotypes. 

"White people originated 
the minstrel show,” explained 
Turman in an interview. 
“They blacked their faces, 
borrowed songs from the 
plantations, and directed their 
humor at how dumb the black 
people were. 

“To make their own way in 
the entertainment field, black 
actors had to black their 
faces and imitate the whites 
imitating blacks.”

Some of the world’s 
greatest dishes are those 
soups, stews, bisques, ond 
chowders made with fish or 
shellfish. Almost every 
country has its specialty. 

Familiar ones are gumbo, 
bouillabaise. Zuppa de peace, 
cioplno, solianka, and the 
various clam and fish 
chowders, native to particular 
areas. 

Fish Is especially good for 
the dishes because it pro¬ 
duces stock easily, it blends 
well with other foods,' and its 
flavor cai\ be subtle and un- 
gamished. It also can be sea¬ 
soned in many ways with 
herbs and spices from garlic, 
onion, and dill to hot peppters. 
saffron, coriander, and many 
others. 

The word chowder conies 
from the French “la chau- • 
diere,” the name for a huge 
copper kettle in which French 
fishermen would cook a share 
of the catch to celebrate the 
safe return of the fleet. The 
tradition came to Canada with 
• the-■iTrench- and spread down 
■ ew prvgland where tlte 
word became cbowd^f. 

New Yorkers and good 
cooks in Connecticut and 
Rhode Island add tomatoes to 
their fish chowders, but this is 
never done in the other, 
northern, New England 
states. 

Down Easterners were once 
so annoyed at the idea of to¬ 
matoes in clam and fish chow¬ 


der that the Maine legislature 
introduced a bill to outlaw the 
mixing of clams and toma¬ 
toes. 

When I was growing up In 
Maine, haddock was always 
considered the best fish for a 
chowder, but today it is ex¬ 
pensive because the waters 
have been fished so heavily 
there is very little left. 

Cod is excellent for 
chowder, although the price 
often goes up In winter when 
weather is bad and high seas 
make all fishing difficult and 
dangerous. Silver hake, whit¬ 
ing. and pollock are lower- 
priced, good chowder fish as 
is tile fish when it is avail¬ 
able. 

Cod’s tongues and cheeks, if 
you can get them, are good in 
chowder, and cod’s heads, 
!whole, are quite prized among 
fishing people as the very 
best kind of bones for fish 
soup and stock. 

Squid is an underutilized 
seafcKKl that deserves more 
attention, and it is good in 
stew as well as in the famous 
French dish, bouillabaisse. 

Prices of almost all kinds of 
fr esh fish are difficult to fit 
mRrfflW^arage food budget. 
This makes it a good time to 
think of frozen fish which is 
less than fresh and is easy to 
prepare in many different 
dishes. 

You may, of course, use fro- 
ztn fish for fish chowder, and 
if you can find frozen fish 
with the bone still in. it will 
give you some fish stock as 
well as a budget dinner.

The following is my recipe 
for chowder as my mother 
made it and as it was made in 
her family, which includes 
several generations of Maine 
fishermen. 

MAINE FISH CHdWDER 

H pound salt pork, diced 

1 medium onion, diced 
4 cups cubed potatoes 

% teaspoon salt 

2 pounds haddock, cod, or 
pollock 

1 quart milk 
Salt and pepper, to taste 
.'> tablespoons butter 
8 common crackers, split 
In a large kettle on low to 


medium heat, fry pork until 
golden and crisp. Remove 
from pan with slotted spoon, 
leaving only enough fat in 
which to cook onions. Add 
onions to remaining fat and 
cook until soft. 

Add potatoes, salt, and 
water to barely cover pota¬ 
toes, Place fish on top of po¬ 
tatoes. to steam while pota¬ 
toes are cooking. Cook 10 min¬ 
utes. Turn fish over and re¬ 
move skin if necessary. Both 
fish and potatoes should be 
done in 15 to 20 minutes. Fish 
is done when it flakes with a 
fork.

When potatoes and fish are 
cooked, add milk and pepper. 
Turn heat low and heat milk 
just to boiling point. Do not 
boil. Just before serving add 
pork bits, a small piece of 
butter, and the split crackers. 

Main chowders are usually 
not thickened, unless perhaps 
with cream, added just before 
serving. Frugal Maine fisher¬ 
men’s wives used milk, not 
cream, although affluent old- 
timers used rich cream more 
freely. Many good cooks use a 
can evaporated milk to three 
cups regular milk. 

Julia Child mixes two table- 
H|)oons of flour with the - fat 
from the 6all pork to 
make a roux to thicken the 
broth. Thickened chowder is 
often preferred and is some¬ 
times served in New England 
restaurants. 


VANCOUVER fCP) — A 
study by the "United Way 
shows that battered wives are 
an increasing problem which 
society has not faced.

Because most agencies do 
not list abused wives in a sep¬ 
arate category, the figures 
only represent a small per¬ 
centage of cases. 

The study recommends that 
in large urban areas a family 
crisis centre be established.

X-rays: What is enough?

How much diagnostic X-ray 
exfx»sure to radiation is too 
much? 

On admission to a hospital, 
for example, should you give 
permission for a routine chest 
X-ray? *■ 

At the dentist's during those 
annual or semi-annual check¬ 
ups, Is it okay as matter of 
course to have dental X-rays? 

An X-ray exposes you to ra¬ 
diation. Overdoses of that 
have been linked to cancer. 
Fear of cancer—so-called ean- 
cerphobia--is making many 
persons wary of X-rays these 
days. 

Answers to the questions 
can’t be given in a neat "yes” 
or "no.” According to Dr. Pri¬ 
scilla W. Laws, a nuclear 
physicist. 

We put the questions to her 
during an interview'.' 

Laws, associate professor of 
physics at Dickinson College 
in Carlisle. Pa., is a member 
of the medical radiation advi¬ 
sory committee of the U.S. 
Bureau of Radiological 
Health. 

She also is author of Medi¬ 
cal and Dental X-rays : A con¬ 
sumer’s Guide to Avoiding 
Unnecessary Radiation Ex¬ 
posure. Her newest report for 
consumers comes out in April. 
It is X-rays: More Harm

Than Good?” (Rodale Press>. 

"I am not a physician or 
dentist,” Laws says. "It 
would be presumptuous and 
dangerous for me to try to 
assess an individual’s symp¬ 
toms and make judgments 
about whether any specific 
X-rays are necessary. 

"I try in the new book to 
help a person learn more 
about currently accepted 
X-ray practices. 

"It remains for every j»er- 
son to take part in deciding 
about when, where and how 
he will receive X-ray exami¬ 
nations. 

"It is each person’s respon¬ 
sibility to choose carefully 
those doctors and dentists 
from whom he will accept ad¬ 
vice about X-rays and other 
matters. 

"Informed consumers can 
and should play an active role 
in improving the quality of 
their health care.” 

It’s fair when you say to the 
doctor — "Ls this X-ray nec- 
esary," according to Laws. 

A recent U.S. government 
survey showed more than 130 


million persons each year get 
medical or dental X-rays. The 
cost for these examinations is 
around $5 billion. 

"Unfortunately for both 
your wallet and your body, 
half of the diagnostic X-ray 
dose has been found to be un¬ 
necessary,” I^aws said. 

Laws said she first became 
concerned during a dental 
exam four years ago. 

"I wondered why the dentist 
took' bite-wing X-rays every 
six months — when examin¬ 
ing me and all the members 
of my family," she said. 

"So I asked him how much 
radiation we were receiving. 
He said if I planned to 
use the information to decide 
whether I was going to have a 
dental X-ray I could find a 
new dentist. 

"I got a new dentist.” 

She spent a year looking 
into ways to avoid unneces¬ 
sary X-ray exposure and was 
surprised to learn so many 
might not be medically jus¬ 
tified. 

"They are done to protect 
doctors from malpractice 
suits.” 


Lhwk said there’s little evi¬ 
dence to support the six- 
month dental X-rays unless 
you have a lot of trouble Rnd 
don’t take care of your teeth. 

"If you use dental floss and 
brush regularly and have a 
good diet, in most cases, 
that, should be sufficient to 
rule out the routine X-raya 
twice a year.” 

To minimize exposure and 
still obtain legitimate benefits 
from X-ray diagnosis. Laws 
^suggested you discuss the 
risk-benefit question with 
your physician or dentist, in 
an open, not fearful, atmos¬ 
phere. A proposed X-ray might 
not be necessary. Diagnostic 
X-rays should be used only 
when the information gained 
will more than compensate 
for the jxitentially harmful ef¬ 
fects of radiation. 

"You may ask the doctor 
What organizations or agen¬ 
cies have reviewed the facili¬ 
ties and practices at his X-ray 
department office or clinic,” 
Laws said. 

On mammograms, Laws 
said that if you are going to 
receive an initial mam- 
mographic examination, go to 
a facility which uses low dose 
mammographic equipment. 

A breast examination 
should require no more than 
one rad of skin dose per film 
when proper equipment and 
techniques are used.

Last of Five Parts

In choosing between an in¬ 
dependent school or a public 
school, parents must consider 
their child's interests and 
abilities. The answer is not 
the same for all children. 

This is the message driven 
home by almost everyone in 
education who talks about in¬ 
dependent schools. 

For children who are likely 
to thrive in an intimate aca¬ 
demic and fine arts atmo- 
sphere, the independent 
schools are probably best. 

For .students who might 
benefit from a wider range of 
courses and programs, the 
public school system re¬ 
mains the best option. 

And for those needing spe¬ 
cialist remedial work the pub¬ 
lic system, which has placed 
emphasis on this aspect, is 
sometimes the only option. 

In addition, there are 
parents who do not want their 
children to be taught in a 
“neutral,'' or secular moral 
atmosphere, and who seek a 
better-defined philosophical 
framework then that offered 
in the secular or, at worst, in¬ 
consistent public schools. 

To a certain extent, the 
public school can provide 
some options within its own 
system, and the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district has done 
this on a major scale. In 1976. 
for instance, the district had 
no fewer than 19 “alterna¬ 
tive’’ programs, some of them 
single classes, others whole 
schools. 

The district has done its best 
to be responsive to parents, 
school board chairman Susan 
Brice says. 

“When alternative pro¬ 
grams were getting started, 
the board established a policy 
that each school should work 
together as parents, teachers 
and administration to deter¬ 
mine their philosophy, and 
some of our schools have 
taken on an identity of their 
own as a result of this." 

The demand for “more 
structured" schools was so 
great, for instance, that the 
school specifically designed to 
provide this alternative was 


closed down last year, in 
favor of having many existing 
schools adopt this philosophy. 
The same has not been done 
with the less-structured 
school, Sundance, but the 
waiting list for that school is 
lengthy as well. 

Regarding costs, "if you see 
what we purchase for our dol¬ 
lar, I think you have to say 
that the public school system 
is quite efficient." 

Some programs, such as 
special counselling, are very 
costly. 

“But that is money very 
well spent, in the long run," 
Mi-s. Brice says. 

Perhaps the real problem 
with the public school system. 
Mrs. Brice says is that it is 
obliged to educate children 
who enter. Among 28,000 
pupils there are bound to be 
many who require special 
treatment and the system 
gets involved in many con¬ 
troversial and expensive spe¬ 
cial programs. 

“Try to take away these 
programs and you encounter 
some very vociferous people 
whose demands are presented 
just as loudly as those who 
want greater economy" Mrs. 
Bruce says. 

Despite its genuine 
successes in providing a qual¬ 
ity education for a very di¬ 
verse clientele, the public 
school system will have trou¬ 
ble duplicating the indepen¬ 
dent schools. 

Nearly 80 per cent of the 
Greater Victoria School 
[Board’s budget this year is 
teachers salaries. Getting 
down to the low pupil-teacher 
ratios in the independent 
schools would mean nearly 
doubling the number of teach¬ 
ers — end the school district 
budget. 

The drive for economy in 
the public school system will 
inevitably mean that students 
are crowded into fewer school 
buildings, with a resulting 
loss of the small-school In¬ 
timacy that many educators 
regard as an important factor 
in learning. 

Despite the extra fees, the 
independent schools are thriv¬ 
ing — so far. The senior 
school enrolment at St. (Mi-

Private schools: 
The public allure 


chad’s stood at 59 in June of 
197L Today, it is 351 students. 

Saanich Christian School is 
working on a Christian high 
school which will be only the 
second church-related high 
school in the city, and proba¬ 
bly the larger. 

The new high school will be 
Implemented grade by grade, 
beginning with Grade 9 next 
year, and is an inter¬ 
denominational project. 

Almost all independents, in¬ 
cluding the religious schools, 
report waiting lists. 

Finances are still the 
stickler for parents who are 
not so convinced of the superi¬ 
or philosophy of an indepen¬ 
dent school that they will 
make major sacrifices to send 
their children there. 

The result is not necessarily 
that the independent schools 
have become havens for rich 
folks’ kids. "We are not a rich 
man’s school," Peter Caleb, 
headmaster at St. Michael’s, 
says. 

Students who may make an 
outstanding contribution to 
the school can in some in¬ 
stances get a subsidy from 
the school for all or part of 
their tuition, Caleb says. 

The religious schools espe¬ 
cially often ask high-income 
parents to pay more than 
their share, so others can pay 
less. 

Annual tuition fees in the 
non-religious schools range 
from $1,000 to $1,700 a stu¬ 
dent. At the religious schools 
they range from $250 to 
$1,000, and often additional 
students from the same fami¬ 
ly are charged only a token 
sum extra

is more than a financial mat¬ 
ter, says Jerry Ensing, execu¬ 
tive director of the Federation 
of Independent School Associ¬ 
ations. 

"There should be a real 
choice open to parents to 
choose between the public 
school system’s philosophy 
and schools dominated by a 
different viewpoint." 

The independent schools are 
not “anti-public schools,’’ 
Ensing maintains, and their 
continued health will result in 
more competition in providing 
educational services, which in 
turn will provide a better edu¬ 
cational system for everyone. 

Others point out that pena¬ 
lizing parents who send their 
children to schools which 
differ from the public schools 
only on the basis of religion 
constitutes religious discrimi¬ 
nation. 

Regardless of the financing 


issue, the independent schools 
have an important education¬ 
al function in society. 

They cannot be considered 
superior to the public school, 
any more than apples can be 
rated superior to oranges. 
They are, rather, an alterna¬ 
tive, and like all alternatives 
they have their strengths and 
weaknesses. 

For some students, for 
some parents, the indepen¬ 
dent school is clearly superi¬ 
or. 

But Victoria’s public school 
system, despite the attacks 
being made on it, is making a 


serious attempt to do the 
most good for die most stu¬ 
dents, and is substantially 
succeeding. 

That task is not an easy 
one. In an increasingly plura¬ 
listic society, compromises 
have to be made, especially 
when costs are important.

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Swiss suggests synthetics industry 


Premier shuns seal-saver 


ST. JOHN’S. Nfl. (CP) — 
Premier Frank Moore* lays 
the Newfoundland govern¬ 
ment will Ignore Franz 
Weber, a conservationist from 
Switzerland who wants to end 
the annual seal hunt. 

Weber, who says he will fi¬ 
nance the visit of up to 500 
persons to St. Anthony to 
witness the hunt off northern 
Newfoundland as a way of 
raising world opinion against 
the seal hunt, arrived in St. 
John’s this week. 

Weber, speaking in French, 
told reporters through an in¬ 
terpreter that he would pro¬ 
pose to the Newfoundland 
government that a synthetic 
fur industry be set up to re¬ 
place the annual hunt. 

The federal government 
values the hunt at about 52.5 
million annually. 

At about the same time, 
Premier Moores was telling 
the legiflature that^ Weber 
was an “opportunist.” 

Moores said that under no 
circumstances would h e 
meet with Weber, and he 
was advising his cabinet to 
take the same attitude. 

Richard Cashin, president 
to the Newfoundland Fisher- 
m e n, Food and Allied 
Workers Union, said the un¬ 
ion would tell Weber “what 
it’s all about.” 

“We’ve got an awful lot of 
problems in Newfoundland.” 
said Cashin. pointing to one of 
Canada’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment records. 

“We’ll explain to him that 
this whole thing Is nonsense.” 

Cashin said the last thing 
Newfoundland needed was 
outside interference in a tra¬ 
ditional industry. 

Weber said that if he was 
unable to see government 
members, he would attempt 
to explain his ideas to New¬ 
foundlanders through the 
media. 

Seven Canadian and five 
Norwegian ships will 
lake part in the hunt, which 
opens March 15 on the Arctic 
icepack off northern New¬ 
foundland, an area known as 
the front. 

Wayne Davis, 28, of Wes- 
leyville, Nfld., said there 
might be another Canadian 


vessel if his family’s 150-ton 
wooden ship could get a seal¬ 
ing licence. 

Davis said Weber and other 
protestors, like the Green¬ 
peace Foundation of British 
Columbia and Brian Davies, 
executive director of the In¬ 
ternational Fund for Animal 
Welfare, blocked his family's 
efforts to make a living. 

Davis, who was in the air¬ 
port as reporters talked to 
Weber, asked what would 
happen to his family’s busi¬ 
ness if the vessel was pre¬ 
vented by protestors from 
taking part in the hunt. 

Weber replied that the ship 
could be used to carry 
tourists. 

"What?” said Davis. “A 
cargo vessel carrying passen¬ 
gers?” 

Weber was also asked if he 
realized he was interfering 
with a folk culture by oppos¬ 
ing the seal hunt. In northeast¬ 
ern Newfoundland and In the 
Magdalen Islands In the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, seal-hunting 
is regarded as a traditional 
spring activity. 

Weber said that while he 
had a high opinion of New¬ 
foundlanders, it was time for 
■things to change. 

x 

He denied that he had any 
connection with the synthetic 
fur industry, and also denied 
that he was seeking personal 
publicity to help sales of a 
book he had written on an¬ 
other subject. 

Weber said a synthetic fur 
industry could be started here 
by the Franz Weber Founda¬ 
tion and would not need gov¬ 
ernment investment. 

the foundation is reported 

to have raised $400,000 to op¬ 
pose the hunt. Weber earlier 
offered the money to the fed¬ 
eral government to pay hunt¬ 
ers who would lose income if 
the hunt was ended, but was 
rejected by Romeo LeBlanc, 
federal fisheries minister. 

Weber also said he would 
rely on the expertise of heli¬ 
copter pilots to protect his ob¬ 
servers from danger while 
viewing the hunt, which last 
year took place about 80 miles 
from land. 

His reception at the airport 
was quieter than earlier antic¬ 


ipated. A group of fishermen- 
hunters and seal-plant em¬ 
ployees from the Dildo area. 


70 miles northwest of here, 
had planned a demonstration, 
but cancelled out because 


work commitments would 
not permit them to reach the 
city in time.

Garden Notes

I have been doing a lot of 
ranting in this column lately 
about the virtues of the tu¬ 
berous begonia, and if I 
seemed overly enthusiastic in 
describing these plants, it is 
because I consider them the 
most colorful and versatile of 
all the flowers we can grow in 
the shade. 

The begonia makes a grand 
houseplant for a cool north or 
east window; it is superb for 
dressing up a lightly shaded 
porch or patio or Any such sit¬ 
ting-out space, and for the 
open garden, it is one of the 
very few plants which will 
bloom profusely in those prob¬ 
lem spots where only a few 
hours of sunlight penetrate. 

I am often asked whether 
begonia bulbs can be planted 
outside, directly in the gar¬ 
den, after all danger of frost 
has passed. This is possible, 
but from such a late start, the 
summer will be half over be¬ 
fore you have any really sub¬ 
stantial display of color from 
your plants. For earlier 
bloom, it is best to start the 
bulbs into growth indoors or 
under glass. 


After potting up your bulbs, 
watering is critical in the 
early stages. When you first 
plant your bulbs, they have no 
living roots at all, and there¬ 
fore no means of taking in 
any water except the little 
they can absorb through their 
skin. 

Soggy, sodden soil at this 
staged is almost certain to rot 
the bulbs. The trick here is to 
maintain the soil only just 
barely moist —- just enough to 
coax the roots out, so to speak 
—■ increasing very gradually 
as the bulb acquires roots and 
topgrowth. 

Using potting soil, it isn’t 
easy to maintain just the 
right degree of moisture and, 
for this reason, I very much 
prefer to root my begonia 
tubers in damp peat moss. 
This material is sterile to 
begin with, containing no rot 
organisms to attack the bulbs. 
Moreover, as excess water 
runs straight through the 
moss and out the drainage 
hole, watering is considerably 
less critical. 

The peat should be just 
nicely moist — neither bone 
dry nor soggy wet — and a 


good test is to grab yourself a 
handful and squeeze. It should 
feel damp to the touch, but 
you shouldn’t be able to wring 
any water out of it. Ibis is 
packed loosely in your pots or 
boxes, never firmly as you 
would with soil. 

Before inserting the bulbs, 
it is a good idea to dust them 
lightly with garden dust — 
anything you happen to have 
left over from last year’s bat¬ 
tle with pests and blights. 
Bulb dust is good, or you can 
use rose dust, tomato dust, 
fruit tree dust or any of the 
all-purpose powders contain¬ 
ing both a fungicide and an 
insecticide. 

Screw the bulbs into the 
damp peat moss with a twist¬ 
ing motion, pushing them 
down until the top of the bulb 
is just barely covered. Make 
sure you plant them right side 
up; the dished or concave sur¬ 
face is the top, the rounded, 
hairy portion is the bottom. 

Until topgrowth appears, no 
light is needed, and any warm 
place will serve while the 
bulbs are rooting. I sit my 
boxes of bulbs on the work¬ 
bench in our furnace room — 


the warmest room In the 
house, about 26 degrees C. As 
soon as the little pink shoots 
emerge from the bulbs, 
though, it will be necessary to 
shift the plants to a sunny 
place and a slightly lower 
temperature — say, around 20 
degrees C. 

During all this time, keep 
the peat moss moist but not 
wet. When the first leaves ap¬ 
pear, the plant may be given 
a little food—ideally, a few 
drops of liquid fish fertilizer 
in water once a week. The 
same nutrient solution may be 
sprayed daily over the leaves 
in the form of a fine mist. The 
inexpensive plastic "jet” 
sprayer is ideal for this pur¬ 
pose. 

With cool conditions, free 
ventilation and plenty of light, 
the plants can remain in their 
peat moss until the weather is 
warm enough to set them out 
in their flowering position. 
Take a good big handful of 
peat moss with each plant as 
it is dug out, and plant the 
peat along with the bulb and 
roots. In this way the roots 
suffer the least possible dis- 
turbance.

Did Benjamin Franklin dis¬ 
cover the identity of lightning 
and electricity in June of 
1972? So did the French 
scientist, D’Abolard, in a sim¬ 
ilar experiement — a month 
earlier. 

Did Joseph Henry lay claim 
to the electric motor? Simul¬ 
taneously, the electric motor 
appeared in the U.S., Eng¬ 
land, France, Germany and 
Italy. There were six “inven¬ 
tors” of the thermometer, and 
nine of the telescope — all in 
different countries.

It is good and necessary to 
remember that the "scientific 
progress” we are so proud of 
is the result of collaboration 
among many men of many 
nations, creeds and cultures. 

While the instruments de¬ 
vised by science have too 
often been perverted by tech¬ 
nology into tools of war, 
science itself has always rest¬ 
ed on a broad basis of broth¬ 
erhood and international ex¬ 
change of ideas, help and 
goodwill in pursuit of a com¬ 
mon truth. 

The fact that this scientific 
brotherhood has worked prac¬ 
tically across the centuries in¬ 
dicates (more than all the 
idealistic sermons) that 
human beings are capable of 


advancing themselves only 
through active sharing, not by 
envy, hate and hostility. 

The molecular theory is due 
to Avogadro in 1811, and Am¬ 
pere a year later. Boyle’s 
Law Is known in French text¬ 
books as Marriotte’s Law. 
There were four independent 
discoverers of sunspots in 1611 
— Galileo in Italy, Scheiner in 
Germany, Fabricius in Hol¬ 
land, and Harriott in England. 

The important discovery of 
the cellular basis of both ani¬ 
mal and vegetable tissue was 
made by Schwann, Henle, 
T\irpin, Dumortier, Purkinje, 
Muller and Valentin. Anes¬ 
thetics, both ether and nitrous 
oxide, were discovered in 1845 
by no fewer than four men of 
different nationalities. 


Two years later, In 1847, the 
law of conservation of energy 
was formulated independently 
by Joule, Thomson, Golding 
and Helmholz. The method of 
liquefying gases was devised 
by Cailletet, Pictet, Wrob- 
lowskiy and Olzewski in 1877. 
The laws of heredity were 
worked out by Mendel, I>e 
Vries, Oorrens and Tscher- 
marck. 

When next you switch on an 
electric light, or gulp down a 
vitamin tablet, or take your 
child’s temperature, y or turn 
on your television set — try to 
keep in mind that (Broth¬ 
erhood Week ought to be the 
rule, and not the one excep¬ 
tion out of 52. 


It is perhaps a minor point 
of history, but I have been ad¬ 
vised by many readers that 
Carrie Jacobs Bond wrote “A 
Perfect Day at the Mission 
Inn in Riverside, not at the 
Hollywood Hotel, as I indicat¬ 
ed here the other day. 

I suppose there are readers 
who never heard of Carrie 
Jacobs Bond and never heard 
A Perfect Day, though I don’t 
know how they could have es¬ 
caped it. In the 1920s, howev¬ 
er, despite the competition of 
jazz and Tin Pan Alley, Miss 
Bond's sentimental composi¬ 
tions, such as I Love You 
Truly and Just a Wearyin’ for 
You, made her the darting of 
a sentimental nation. 

In writing of the old Holly¬ 
wood Hotel, which was tom 
down in 1956, I quoted from a 
story written at that time by 
my colleague Cecil Smith, in 
which he noted that Miss 
Bond had composed A Perfect 
Day in the hotel’s music 
room. Naturally, when the 
protests began to come in, I 
confronted Cecil, and he said 
he remembered, though of 
course it had been 20 years, 
that he had seen a brass pla¬ 
que on a piano in the music 
room memorializing it as the 
exact spot on which the song 
had been composed. 
“Maybe,” he said, “she just 
sang it there.” 

The evidence in favor of the 
Mission Inn is formidable. If 
Miss Bond didn't compose A 
Perfect Day at the Inn, the 
myth is by now too sacred to 


be exorcised. Among the 
many letters attesting to it is 
one from William T. Smith, 

• which carries special weight 
with me not only because 
Smith and I were once col¬ 
leagues on the late Daily 
News, and I knew him as a 
young man of exemplary 
character, but also because 
the tone of his letter suggests 
a healthy resistance to the 
sentimentality that envelopes 
both Miss Bond and the Mis¬ 
sion Inn, clouding this whole 
affair. 

"Ever since I came to Riv¬ 
erside in 1960,” he writes, “I 
have had to endure endless 
community efforts to keep our 
Mission Inn out from under 
the wrecker's ball. The Save- 
the-Inners put right up near 
the top of their list as a rea¬ 
son for maintaining the Inn 
the fact (?) that Carrie 
Jacobs Bond wrote The End 
of a Perfect Day while stay¬ 
ing at the Inn. The Inn even 
has a room named after her 
and for many years the Inn’s 
carillon tower assaulted us at 
sunset with an off-key version 
of the song ...” 

I have also heard from an¬ 
other former colleague, Clyde 
Leech, with whom I once 
worked at the Herald- 
Express. “I am amazed at 
you, chum,” he says, "after 
all these years ... Apart 
from the fact that it sent John 
Tunney to Congress for three 
terms, Riverside’s proudest 
boast is that Carrie wrote A 
Perfect Day at the Mission 


Inn. Presumably she jotted 
down the lines somewhere 
around the cocktail hour be¬ 
cause it opens with, ‘When 
you come to the end of a per- 
feot day and you sit alone 
with your thoughts. Inciden¬ 
tally, I remember all the 
words. As Mrs. Bond sat 
alone with her thoughts she 
heard ‘the chimes ring out 
with a carol gay, for the joy 
that the day (had) brought.* 
She sure as hell couldn’t have 
heard any chimes In Holly¬ 
wood.” 

I can wily assume Leech’s 
accuracy in this affair, but I 
can positively vouch for the 
fact that he is the best bar¬ 
room tenor the newspaper 
business ever produced, and 
I’m not bad myself, though of 
a lower register. 

Fortunately, another reader 
has sent me what we must ac¬ 
cept, I suppose, as- the last 
word — a passage from Mrs. 
Bond’s autobiography, The 
Hoads of Melody (1927). While 
two pages quoted do docu¬ 
ment the legend, they also 
disclose, incidentally, that 
Mrs. Bond was at that time 
living in the Hollywood Hotel, 
and singing there for her 
room and board. 

“The inspiration (for the 
song) came to me,” she 
wrote, “as I was viewing a 
wonderful sunset from the top 
of Mt. Rubidoux in River¬ 
side . .. (It) was the most 
beautiful thing I had ever 
seen. I hurried back to the 
Mission Inn to get ready for 


dinner, and while dressing I 
thought how I wished I could 
express my thanks to those 
friends in some little way, 
just out of the ordinary;! and 
almost at once came the 
words for A Perfect Day. I 
wrote them very hurriedly; I 
did not have time to change a 
word or a sentence. I took 
them down and read them at 
the dinner that evening, then 
put them in my purse and 
thereupon forgot them... 

“About three months later I 
was crossing the Mojave 
Desert, in the moon¬ 
light ... and without realizing 
that I had memorized those 
words, I began singing them 
to the original tune. My 
Friend Mrs. Hawks, who sat 
next to me ... said, ’Carrie, 
you have another song, 
haven’t you?' ‘Well,' I replied, 
‘maybe I have.’ I...” 

There the copied page ends. 
What happened next? Per¬ 
haps when Carrie got back to 
the Hollywood Hotel she sang 
the song for the first time 
(having merely read the 
words at the Inn), thus paying 
up her bill for another month. 
I suppose I could call the li¬ 
brary and find out, but some¬ 
times, especially when you’re 
dealing with a legend, it’s 
best not to know. 

But I will say Mrs. Bond’* 
story rings true in one partic¬ 
ular. My wife is always put¬ 
ting something in her purse 
and thereupon forgetting it. 
Unfortunately, though, as far 
as I know, she’s never had a 
perfect day. .

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‘Stuff it’ 
reply 
on seals 


ST. JOHN’S. Nfld. (CP) — 
“We’re going to fight for our 
way of life and we're going to 
tell the rest of the world to 
stuff it,” Richard Cashin, 
president of the New¬ 
foundland Fishermen, Food 
and Allied Workers Union 
said Thursday in rejecting a 
plan by a Swiss man to re¬ 
place the seal hunt with a 
synthetic fur industry. (See 
earlier story, Page 27.) 

Franz Weber had outlined 
plans for an industry that he 
said would employ 400 and 
generate between 515 million 
and 520 million in revenue for 
the Newfoundland economy. 

He met Thursday with Ca¬ 
li hin and members of the fi¬ 
shermen’s union to discuss his 
proposals. 

Weber, 50-year-old head of a 
foundation dedicated to end¬ 
ing the annual hunt for seals 
off Newfoundland and in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, said 
world opinion against the kill¬ 
ing would eventually elimi¬ 
nate all markets for seal 
pelts. 

Cashin said there would be 
no objection to establishment 
in Newfoundland of a new in¬ 
dustry, but Newfoundlanders 
would never agree to giving 
up the hunt in exchange. 

Weber said supporters of 
* his foundation would not 
agree to set up the industry 
unless the hunt was aban¬ 
doned. 

Cashin said Weber’s claim 
that the seal herd was in 
danger of extinction was not 
true. He said it was the best- 
regulated stock of wildlife in 
the world and scientists knew 
more about seal herds than 
was known about any other 
resources of the sea. 

"You are distorting a con¬ 
servation issue,” Cashin told 
Weber. 

“We see the seal as being 
exactly the same as the 
lobster, the caplin or other 
living resources — to be 
harvested. We don’t think the 
seal should be singled out for 
special attention.” 

Cashin said the seal was a 
predator of fish, and if the 
hunt was stopped under pres¬ 
sure from protestors, there 
would come a time when the 
Canadian government would 
be forced to pay bounties to 
have large numbers of the an¬ 
imals destroyed. 

Uncontrolled growth of the 
heard, now estimated at more 
than one million, would lead 
to rapid reduction of fish 
stocks. 


Vietnam aid

Kidney flown from Russia 
in transatlantic transplant 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
kidney taken from the body of 
a Soviet teen-ager who died in 
a Moscow car accident has 
been successfully transplant¬ 
ed into a 32-year-old Brooklyn 
construction worker. 

It was not the first such 
transatlantic transplant, but it 
was believed to be the first In¬ 
volving an organ from a Com¬ 
munist country. 

The donor, not Identified, 
died of head injuries Monday. 
One of his kidneys went to 
another Russian, and the 
other, packed in ice, was 
flown to New York from Mos¬ 
cow. 

It was placed in Ihe body of 


Jose Serrano of Brooklyn In 
an operation performed 
Wednesday at the New York 
Hospital - Cornell Medical 
Centre. * 

Hospital spokesmen said the 
transplant was the result of 
an agreement reached last 
spring between Dr. Albert 
Rubin, director of New York- 
Comell’s Rogosin Kidney 
Centre, and Dr. Valery Schu- 
makov of the Moscow Trans¬ 
plant Institute. 

Because the Soviet Union 
accepts the criterion of brain 
death, transplants are more 
easily performed there than 
in most parts of the U.S., a 
hospital spokesman said. 


He said Schumakov called 
Rubin as soon as the kidneys 
became available to a s k 
whether one was needed in 
New York. 


TORONTO (CP) — Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau say 
if Quebec separated from the 
rest of Canada he would prob¬ 
ably return to that province 
and work to “prove to Quebec 
the error of its choice.”

Dick Llllico, appointed to 
the Information division of 
B.C. House in London last 
year, has been ordered to list 
his share® in companies in¬ 
volved in the Grizzly Valley 
gas fields. 

Lillico was named earlier 
this week by Arthur Weeks as 
one of the government em¬ 
ployees tipped off to the Griz¬ 
zly development. 

Weeks’ a former aide to 
Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Donald Phillips, was 
fired for his part in the share 
trading. He told Mr. Justice 
Kirke Smith, head of the in¬ 
quiry into land and share 
trading, that Lillico had pur¬ 
chased shares in one of the oil 
companies involved. 

Thursday, Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Grace MoCarthy wired 
Lillico to “set out in affidavit 
form any knowledge you may 
have of this matter” and for¬ 
ward it to Smith. 

McCarthy said she saw no 
justification for firing Lillico 
at this time. 

“It’s not as if he were in 
economic development or pe¬ 
troleum resources,” she said. 
“And it’s out of our hands 
now until the inquiry is over 
and the findings made 
known." 


Lillico was sent to London 
at an annual salary of 522,000. 

The telegram from 
McCarthy said “there is con¬ 
cern that persons or corpora¬ 
tions may have traded in se¬ 
curities of companies involved 
In the development as a result 
of confidential information ob- 
t a i n e d from government 
sources.” 


Labor and management

Permanent ban urged 
on pheasant shootings 


A permanent ban on li¬ 
censed pheasant - shooting 
farms in British Columbia is 
being urged by the Victoria 
branch of the SPCA. 

In a strongly worded letter 
to Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion- Minister Sam Bawlf, on 
behalf of ”1,200 members of 
the Victoria branch of the 
f SPCA and countless thou¬ 
sands of humanitarians in 
your constituency,” Victoria 
SPCA president Bill Leach 
urged Bawlf to withdraw the 
licences of all pheasant-shoot 
operations in B.C. 

Copies of the letter were 
sent to acting fish and wildlife 
director Donald Robinson, 
North Saanich Mayor 
Paul Grieve and provincial 
SPCA director Jack Jaworski. 

There are 10,000 SPCA 
members in B.C. 

Leach commended Bawlf 
for ordering Tuesday a tem¬ 
porary freeze on a proposed 
pheasant-shooting operation 
on Brackcnhurst farm In 


North Saanich, and said, “The 
intentional killing of birds or 
other animals for recreation 
or fun must be abhorrent to 
civilized human beings.” 

Owner of the farm, former 
North Saanich alderman 
George Ay lard, told council 
Monday he was approached 
by the fish and wildlife 
branch to develop a portion of 
his« farmland as a "recrea¬ 
tional” outlet. 

Aylard said the branch 
operated two other shoots on 
the Island, and that he knew 
of at least six operations in 
B.C. 

Leach said commercial 
shoot operations used pheas¬ 
ants raised in pens, 

“For that reason they would 
be poor fliers, indeed sitting 
targets for slob-hunters. 

“That such a beautiful bird 
as the pheasant should be ar¬ 
tificially bred only to be 
wounded and killed by shot¬ 
gun fire is indeed a travesty 
of human behavior. 

"Such recreational killing is 


a disgrace in this age of en¬ 
lightenment.” 

Aylard told North Saanich 
council Monday the shoot 
would be a “good recreational 
outlet” and give hunters fresh 
air and exercise. 

He said shooting would not 
be a nuisance to other resi¬ 
dents because his farm is 
“surrounded by 50 yards of ■ 
bush at its narrowest point.” j 

“This is a fatuous state¬ 
ment,” Leach said. “Gunshot 
carries for more than 50 
yards. The sound of a shotgun 
can be heard for up to half a 
mile. Indiscriminate shooting 
by ill-trained hunters would 
be a hazard to domestic ani¬ 
mals. hikers and even chil¬ 
dren.” 

The discharge of firearms is 
banned on the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula. 

The North Saanich pheasant 
shoot, which was approved by 
a 4-3 vote of council, would 
have required an amendment 
lo the municipal firearms 
bylaw. 


Broadbent case was unusual.

Look 
over thia jewel uncovered in 
a team match by Deborah 
Wolff (East), wifa of Ace Bob 
Wolff. 

South’s two club cue bid 
showed two five card unbid 

suits and when North bid _ __ 

three clubs. South's three Dealer: East. The bidding, 
heart rebid showed five 
hearts and five diamonds. 

North thought that he had 
enough support, so he carried 
on to the heart game. 

The club eight went to 
dummy's ace and a low heart 
was led to declarer's queen. A 
low diamond was led to dum¬ 
my’s ace and another heart 
lead was won by East’s ace. 

East now led a high club 
which declarer ruffed. 

Declarer was known to 
have five diamonds and five 
hearts and a singleton club.

office) when the Premier rose 
to challenge statements made 
by William King (NDP 


Revelstoke-Slocan) on rising 
unemployment. 

King wanted to know why 
the Social Credit government 
couldn’t at least bring in 
some short-term measures to 
relieve the situation. 

Obviously stung by the re¬ 
peated charges that he had 
failed to get the economy 
moving. Bennett said he was 
getting tired of criticism from 
people "who have no concern 
for people."

Opposition leader and former 
premier. Bennett said "he has 
no concern for people. All he 
cares for is the doctrine of so¬ 
cialism." 

Barrett tried to heckle Ben¬ 
nett Into flubbing his lines but 
with a full head of steam the 
premier refused to be denied. 

"I hear this shrill voice 
keep interrupting,’’ Bennett 
said. "The voice of empty 
• threats." 

Bennett rebuked the NDP 
for asking him to use govern¬ 


ment influence to settle a land 
dispute near the White Lake 
telescope nine miles south and 
west of Penticton. 

“I have already said the 
federal government has a 
duty to act there,"' he said. 
"But these people want us to 
use the heavy hand of govern¬ 
ment to take the land -over. 
That's typical of their philoso- 
«VpHy. Confiscate, expropriate. 

"We ran an election cam¬ 
paign on the right of people to 
own their own land," Bennett 


continued. "It’s one of the 
reasons we have a new 
member from Coquitlam sit¬ 
ting here and it’s why he’ll be 
re-elected with an even 
greater majority next time." 

Bennett was referring to 
George Kerster who defeated 
Barrett in December 1975. 

Of the NDP in general Ben¬ 
nett said "they run around 
shouting their little slogans. 
They hate success and they 
put failure on a pedestal be¬ 


cause it’s what they’re used 
to. 

"If failure was their goal, 
then they met it very well.” 

King- dismissed Bennett’s 
slashing criticism as "pathet¬ 
ic.” 

"His father was better." 
he said referring to W.A.C. 
Bennett. "He made emotional 
speeches, but not hysterical 
ones." 

And he challenged Bennett's 
claim that the NDP put fail¬ 
ure on a pedestal. "I don’t put 


you on a pedestal/’ he said. 

In turn Bennett described 
King’s reply as "sanctimo¬ 
nious.” 

The flare-up marked the 
first display of open hostility 
since the present session 
started on Jan. 111. 

When the tumult finally sub¬ 
sided, Harvey Shroeder, dep¬ 
uty speaker, reminded both 
sides that under house rules, 
an attack on any individual 
member is "an attack against 
this entire house." 


The comment, coming hard 
on the hfjels of Bennett’s 
stormy speech, was construed 
as a veiled but obvious rebuke 
to the premier 
Immediately following 
Shroeder’s oppeal for politer 
debate. Gary Lauk (NDP- 
Vancouver Centre) told the 
house that all Bennett had 
done was deliver "a shrill, 
desperate speech in a fit of 
pique ... a speech marked 
with rhetoric and abuse.” He 
wasn’t asked to withdraw.

Environment Minister 
James Nielsen has asked for 
a ruling from the B.C. Public 
Service Commission on civil 
servants who compile "black¬ 
lists.” 

Nielsen said Thursday he 
has also asked the PSC to ad¬ 
vise him on what to do with 
Klaus Ohlemann, one of his 
employees who wrote to Dan 
Campbell, an aide to Premier 
Bennett, in December 1975 
naming other employees as 
active NDP workers. 

Ohlemann admitted author¬ 
ship of the letter Feb. 7 and 
continues to work in the envi- 
r o n m e n t ministry lands 
branch. 

He first came to promi¬ 
nence after William King 
(NDP — Revelstoke-Slocan > 
tabled a copy in the legisla¬ 
ture claiming it to be an of¬ 
ficial Social Credit blacklist. 

Nielsen said he had called 
for the report from the PSC 
because there were obvious 
difficulties in keeping Ohle¬ 
mann working with the per¬ 
sons named in his letter to 
Campbell.

Since publication of the let¬ 
ter, forwarded by Campbell to 
Nielsen, filched from Niel¬ 
sen’s files by an as-yet un¬ 
known person and passed on 
to the NDP. the minister said 
security in his office has been 
tightened. 

"People are being a little 
more careful, locking doors 
and making sure originals 
aren't left in copying ma¬ 
chines." he said. Nielsen's 
ministry is the subject of an 
in-house investigation to track- 
down the person responsible 
lor lifting the letter.

Tire federal government 
may finally see the light soon 
and grant B.C. a subsidy to¬ 
ward the cost of operating 
ferries between Vancouver Is¬ 
land and the mainland.

Hanna expressed similar 
concern, adding that more 
legislation is needed In the 
area of land speculation. 

A spokesman for the trust 
said much has already been 
done to prevent excessive 
speculation.

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Canada expels Soviet scientist as spy 


OTTAWA <CP> - A Soviet 
exchange scientist who auth¬ 
orities say attempted to buy 
classified documents from a 
fellow scientist at the Na¬ 
tional Research Council is 
being expelled from Canada. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said Thursday 
that Le Griforeyvich Khvos- 
tantsev, 39. the second Rus¬ 
sian to be expelled from Can¬ 
ada in three months, was 
caught after he bought two 


documents—both unclassified 
—from the other man. 

He added the second man. 
also a foreigner, had tipped 
authorities of the attempted 
purchase. 

RCMP agents smuggled de¬ 
ported Khvostantsev aboard 
Aeroflot flight 302 Thursday 
night which left Montreal for 
Paris and Moscow. 

Jamieson told reporters 
that a strong protest was 
lodged with the Soviet Em¬ 


bassy Wednesday with the 
warning that this kind of ac¬ 
tion can be a setback to rela¬ 
tions between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Asked • if other Russians 
were involved, J amiefcon 
noted that no others are being 
asked to leave tlie country 
and “that speaks-fbr itself." 

Jamieson refused to give 
the name of the scientist who 
tipped authorities. He had 
done no wrong. 


The expulsion comes about 
a month after five Cubans, 
including three diplomats, 
were expelled or told to slay 
out of the country for partici¬ 
pation in a spy school at 
Cuba’s consulate in Montreal. 
It also was disclosed last 
month that another Cuban 
was asked to leave the 
country last year for in¬ 
telligence activities. 

In December Vladimir Vas- 
siliev, assistant air attache in 


the Soviet embassy, was told 
to leave because of activities 
incompatible with his diplo¬ 
matic status. No further de¬ 
tails were even given. 

The external affairs depart- 
mem. giving more informa¬ 
tion than it ever has on af¬ 
fairs of this natui'e, said 
Khvostantsev entered Canada 
Nov, 17 as part of an ex¬ 
change program and cultivat¬ 
ed the friendship of the other 
scientist. 


Neither Jamieson nor other 
authorities would disclose 
what kind of information the 
scientist was seeking. Jamie¬ 
son said such activities as 
those by the scientist can only 
hurt exchange programs in 
the future. 

The external affairs spokes¬ 
man said that when Khvos¬ 
tantsev attempted to buy clas¬ 
sified documents, the second 
scientist informed his superi¬ 


ors who in turn tipped the 
RCMP. 

Soviet Ambassador Nicolai 
Makarov said Thursday that 
the external affairs depart¬ 
ment had allowed him to 
confer with the scientist 
Wednesday night. 

“Mr. Khvostantsev categor¬ 
ically denied the charges, he 
wag indignant and said he 
was completely innocent.” 
Makarov said. 

“He maintained normal con¬ 


tacts with Canadian scientists 
during his slay at the Na¬ 
tional Research Council and 
he had access to documents 
usually upon scientific materi¬ 
al." the ambassador added. 

Asked if the Soviet Union in¬ 
tended to issue a diplomatic 
note regarding the affair, Ma¬ 
karov said he had spoken to 
Moscow and "it was decided

38 survive oil tanker explosion

HONOLULU — A Liberian 
tanker, which earlier reported 
a leak of more than five mil¬ 
lion gallons of crude oil, ex¬ 
ploded and burned about 320 
miles west of Honolulu, the 
U.S. Coast Guard said Thurs- 

/ ay. 

The coast guard said a Fili¬ 


pino freighter has picked up 
38 survivors from the tanker 
Hawaiian Patriot. 

It said the freighter the 
Philippine I^itaan has radioed 
that the other member cf the 
tanker’s 39-man crew has died 
in the explosion. 

Earlier, the coast guard 
said the tanker had a 48-man 


crew. Later, it revised this to 
39. 

The Hawaiian Patriot, 
which had lost the oil because 
of a major crack in its hull, 
exploded, buckled midships 
and was quickly engulfed in 
flames, the coast guard said. 

The vessel, 12 years old, Ja¬ 
panese-built, 847-foot long and 


weighing 117,925 deadweight 
tons, was formerly named the 
Oswego Patriot and the Borg- 
lia. 

A huge oil slick caused by 
the leak from the tanker's 
cargo of 8 million gallons of 
crude oil was on fire. 

The ship had earlier report¬ 
ed that the vessel was in no

OTTAWA (CP) — Opposi¬ 
tion MPs pressed Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau Thursday to be 
specific about loosely-defined 
pledges to keep Canada united 
through accommodations to 
the country's French-speaking 
minority. 

During a Commons hour- 
long question period devoted 
almost exclusively to Tru¬ 
deau’s visit to Washington 
this week, the prime minister 
again promised a “whole 
series of accommodations" 
designed to bind Canadians to 
one another. 

But the prime minister has 
"to do more than utter brave 
words,” Opposition Leader 
Joe Dark told reporters later. 
He was commenting on Tru¬ 
deau’s statement to the U.S. 
Congress Tuesday that revi¬ 
sions and accommodations 
would be made to keep Cana¬ 
da together. 

"We need specifics," Clark 
said. 

Without going into details, 
the prime minister said unity 
might be encouraged through 
long-discussed constitutional 
revisions, social and economic 
reforms and administrative 
alterations to immigration 
and communications policy.

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Air fares rise 
7% on Monday 


OTTAWA (CP) Domestic air fare increases 
averaging about 7 per cent will take effect on Air 
Canada and CP Air routes effective Monday. 

The Canadian transport commission announced 
Thursday that fare increases filed Jan. 18 have been 
approved. The increases, the sixth domestic fare boost 
in four years, are “just and reasonable" and fit within 
federal anti-inflation guides, the commission said. 

Both airlines said they had substantial losses on 
domestic operations in 1976. Year-end figures have yet 
to be released. 


New Ferry rates

B.C. Ferry users were warned Thursday not to ex¬ 
pect too much when the ferry authority unveils new 
fares later today. 

Transport Minister Jack Davis told the Legislature 
that generol manager Charles Gallagher would be an¬ 
nouncing new rates, but refused to speculate on what 
they might be. 

He also declined to tell Don Lockstead (NDP- 
Mackenzie) which routes might be favored over others 
in any ferry fare adjustments. 

Several weeks ago the Colonist reported that con¬ 
sideration was being given to a reduction in mid-week 
and Saturday fares for foot passengers only, but that 
car rates would remain unchanged.

Scientist admits hocus-pocus 


Conclusions cooked up 


LONDON (Reuter) — A 
young British biochemist 
'rhursday admitted faking re¬ 
sults of published experiments 
during the last four years and 
apologized to the world scien¬ 
tific community. 

The remarkable confession 
was made in a letter to the 
authoritative science journal 
Nature from Dr. Robert 
Gullla, who last year ended 
two year* of work at the Max 
Planck Institute in West Ger¬ 
many. Nature published two 


paper* based on the phoney 
data. 

"I wish to disclose the fact 
that papers published in sev¬ 
eral journals with myself as 
principal author are not reli¬ 
able." Gullis wrote. 

“The chrves and value* 
published are mere figment* 
of my Imagination, and dur¬ 
ing my short research career 
1 published my hypotheses 
rather than experimentally 
determined result*." 

In all, eight papers based 
on Gullis'* Imagination were 


published in six leading scien¬ 
tific journals, and eight other 
scientists attached their 
names to his as co-authors. 

The papers dealt with the 
response of particular cells to 
opiate drugs, and would have 
been read by almost every 
biochemist dealing with simi¬ 
lar research. 

The deception was reveal¬ 
ed after Gullis 's fellow scien¬ 
tists at the Max Planck In¬ 
stitute were not able to dupli¬ 
cate his findings.

Tanker slams into bridge, 
casualty count uncertain 


HOP KW ELL, Va. (UPI) 

An out-oif-rontrol sulphur 
tanker, dropping its anchor in 
a fruitless effort to stop, 
smashed into a bridge over 
the James River Thursday, 
knocking out two huge sec¬ 
tions and dumping at least 
two vehicles into the water. 

Police were uncertain ex¬ 
actly how many vehicles were 
on the bridge at the time and 
whether there were any ca¬ 
sualties. 

Sheriff John Atwood said a 
recheck of witnesses showed 
that at least two cars waiting 
lor the tanker, the Marine 


Floridian, to pass tinder the 
Benjamin Harrison Bridge 
plunged inlo the river. 

The driver of one of them 
scrambled to safely before his 
white van fell. The other 
driver was not immediately 
accounted for, Atwood ^aid.

Young denies Empress link 

No favor to CPR 
in property buy 


Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young denied Thursday that 
the city was buying the prop¬ 
erty adjacent to the Crystal 
Garden as a favor to the 
CPR. 

He told city council that 
purchase of the property was 
important because it gave the 
city control over the future 
development of a sensitive 
part of downtown. 

Council was also told that 
several other developers, in¬ 
cluding one with “an atro¬ 
cious reputation,” had nego¬ 
tiated with the CPR for the 
purchase of the land bounded 
by Douglas and Blanshard, 
Humboldt and Belleville. 

The remark about a devel¬ 
oper’s reputation was made 
by Aid. John Hayes, but on 
the mayor’s prodding, he re¬ 
tracted it. 

The question of whether the 
proposal to buy the property 
was a favor to the CPR was 
raised by Aldermen Murray 
Glazier and Ronald McKenzie 
in a debate preceding coun¬ 
cil's approval of the purchase. 

Both Glazier and McKenzie 
voted against the motion that 
the city buy the land for 

Glazfer eftargwf city 
was “rife with rumors” re¬ 
garding the sale of the land. 
He and McKenzie objected to 
the fact that they hadn’t been 
privy to the negotiations 
"until the 11th hour.” 

“Why are only a select few 


aldermen in on these discus¬ 
sions?”

OTTAWA (CP) A woman 
whose son spent six months in 
MJllhaven Penitent iary said 
Thursday he had to be treated 
for drug addiction after this 
release. 

She appeared before a spe¬ 
cial Commons subcommittee 
into prison violence as a 
member of the women’s 
group of the John Howard So¬ 
ciety of Ottawa. 

The 30-member group was 
made up of women whose 
husbands, sons or lovers were 
in federal prisons. 

They raised the following 
issues in a brief: 

—Some prisoners developed 
drug habits in penitentiary be¬ 
cause of the free flow of both 
prescribed and illegal drugs. 

—Prisoners were rarely 
T>re pa red for the shock of re¬ 
lease. Gradual release pro¬ 


grams, halfway houses and 
firmer training and develop¬ 
ment within the prisons were 
among their suggestions. 

—Commissioner’s Direc¬ 
tives, the laws of the prison 
system, sometimes arrived 
late and often wer®^ misin¬ 
terpreted, or interpreted in 
different ways in various pris¬ 
ons. Staff should toe trained to 
interpret the directives uni¬ 
formly and correctly. 

The women said they would 
be willing to undergo more 
thorough searches during 
visits if guards also were 
searched by someone from 
outside the institution.

Rare blood type 
found on carpet 


Industry parley pointless—Lum 


An expert from the RCMP 
crime detection laboratory 
said Thursday a rare blood 
type found in the motorhome 
of a man accused of murder 
matched that of a woman 
found dead last Sept. 9. 

The blood type was also dif¬ 
ferent from a sample said by 
an earlier witness to have 
been taken from the man, 
Nancy Ziegler of Vancouver 
told a Victoria Assize court. 

She was testifying in the 
fourth day of the trial of John 
Edward Aitken. a 30-year-old 
beer parlor waiter accused of 
first-degree murder by caus¬ 
ing the death of Maire Alice 
Monique Nordelli (Gypsy) 
Dhillon, 30, a mother of three, 
while committing rape. 

Her body was found Sept. 9 
in a grassy area near a path 
leading from Anson Crescent 
to the beach at Macaulay 
Point in Esquimalt. 

Mrs. Ziegler, the 25th crown 
witness, who works in the 
serology section of the crime 
lab, was qualified as an ex¬ 
pert witness in body fluids, 
including blood, and their ori¬ 
gin. 

She testified she examine^ 
Aitken’s motorhome Sept. 10 
and found 11 bloodspots — 
seven of them of insufficient 
quantity to ascertain the 
group type and four which she 
identified as Type A. 

The identifiable bloodspots 
were found at the doorwell on 
the passenger side, bottom of 
the engine cowling inside the 
cab and close by, and be¬ 
tween the front seats. 

A piece of carpet near the 
cowling removed by her and 
introduced as an exhibit con¬ 
tained AB2 blood, a three-part 
test, she said. 

Mrs. Dhillon’s blue dress 
which she was wearing when 
her body was found also con¬ 
tained AB2 blood, she said. 

A sample of Mrs. Dhillon’s 
blood taken at the autopsy 
was AB2, she said. 

But a sample of blood, said 
in court earlier to have been 
taken from Aitken and turned 
over to police, was AB-A1, 
said Mrs. Ziegler. 

She also said she examined 
a bandage and plaster half¬ 
cast which Aitken had worn 
for a work injury to his right 
hand suffered Sept. 3 and did 
not find human blood present. 

She was to continue her tes¬ 
timony today before an assize 
jury and Mr, Justice Harry 
•McKay. 

Cpl. Brentfbrd Wladichuk of 
the RCMP crime laboratory's 
hair and fibre section testified 
he examined Aitken’s mo¬ 
torhome Sept. 10 and gathered 
73 human hairs from various 


areas including the driver and 
passenger positions. 

He said 19 of the 73 hairs 
were "similar” to exhibits to 
Mrs. Dhillon’s hair. 

He said all that could be 
said of the 19 hairs was that 
they were "similar” to Mrs. 
Dhillon’s and they could have 
originated from that source or 
any other source with the 
same physical characteristics. 

None of the similar-type 
hairs contained a blood-like 
substance but some of the dis¬ 
similar ones had blood-like 
substance on them, he said. 

Wladichuk removed a par¬ 
tial fingernail with orange- 
colored nail polish from the 
driver’s footwell area. He said 
the nail wa6 tom with a 
jagged tear on the edge. 

But a physical matchup was 


not possible between the torn 
nail and Mrs. Dhillon’s finger¬ 
nails, removed at the autopsy. 

Cpl. Richard Shaddick of 
the RCMP crime laboratory’s 
chemistry section said he test¬ 
ed the nail polish on the tom 
nail and Mrs. Dhillon’s nails 
and concluded the polish on 
all of them was the same phy¬ 
sically and chemically. 

He agreed that the nail 
polish was of a relatively 
common type and that he 
never received any nail polish 
belonging to Mrs. Aitken. 

Dianna Wladichuk of the 
RCMP crime laboratory’s al¬ 
cohol section said she tested a 
sample of Mrs. Dhillon’s 
blood, taken at the autopsy 
the day after she was found 
dead, and the blood alcohol 
content was 0.26.

Municipal staff were com¬ 
piling answers to questions 
posed in a 47-point brief sub¬ 
mitted to council last month 
by Ben Pires, of 804 Mann. 

"I support the proposed in¬ 
dustrial development, but am 
ready and willing to meet the 
ratepayers.” 

Severson said it was possi¬ 
ble a special meeting of the 
committee would be called to 
discuss the controversial 
issue. 

He said he was not pre¬ 
pared to comment on Lum’s 
statement other than observe: 
"He’s entitled to his opinion.” 

Pires, a provincial housing 
ministry employee, said the 
remark by Lum that the 
meeting would be pointless 
“is one of the compelling rea¬ 
sons why i>eople feel he 
should be thrown out of office 
as soon as possible.” 

Lum, he added, "refuses to 
accept the fact that many res¬ 
idents have deep concerns 
about the loss of agricultural 
land to urban sprawl.

Lum’s comments were one of 
surprise. 

"He (Lum) is turning a 
deaf ear and a blind eye to 
residents living near the pro¬ 
posed development.” 

She described the mayor’s 
action as "dictatorial” and 
said lack of input by residents 
would be the end result.

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B.C. lawyer flays CP Rail 


Treatment of E&N 4 corpo 


Canadian Pacific’s treat¬ 
ment of the E&N railway is 
‘'corporate child neglect.” the 
lawyer who acted for the pro¬ 
vincial government 'in Iasi 
year’s hearings on the rail¬ 
way said Thursday. 

Melvin Smith, addressing 
the Victoria Rotary Club, said 
the CPR had been mofe than 
amply paid to continue rail 
service on the E&N in perpe- 
tuity, but had failed time and 
time again to live up to its 
agreement with the federal go¬ 
vernment. 

That agreement called upon 
the original owneis of the 
line, who sold it to the CPR. 
to “lay out, make, build, con¬ 
struct, complete, equip, main¬ 


tain and work continuously a 
liqe of railway . .. from Es¬ 
quimau to Nanaimo. 

Lawyers tor the CPR argued 
that the word “continuously** 
was actually supposed to be 
•• continuous. 1 " referring to the 
distance which the line was 
supposed to cover without a 
break. 

In addition to being poor 
grammar, the CPR position, 
completely ignored the his¬ 
tory and the issues involved. 
Smith told Rotarians. 

The three-party agreement 
between the province of B.C.. 
the federal government and 
the owners of the railway was 
a “package deal” that in¬ 


volved conveyance of land 
and cash to the railway 
owners, in return for opera¬ 
tion of the railroad in perpe- . 
tuity. Smith said. 

"That was the deal and it 
still is the deal.” 

Succeeding court cases 
have upheld this interpreta¬ 
tion of the agreement, he 
said. 

Mr. Justice Locke of the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada said 
in 1948 that the subsidies were 
to ensure the operation of the 
railway in perpetuity, noting 
that “otherwise the railway 
company might have simply- 
built the line for the purpose 
of obtaining the valuable sub¬ 


sidies and discontinued opera¬ 
tion if it proved unprofitable.” 

The Canadian Transport 
Commission turned down an 
application in 1970 to discon¬ 
tinue passenger sendee by 
saying that “until we have ev¬ 
idence before us that the ser¬ 
vice is being properly run, so 
far as it is within the power of 
CP Rail to do so, it is impossi¬ 
ble for us to make the deter¬ 
mination whether the sendee 
is uneconomic and is likely to 
continue to be so.” 

According to the CPR. even 
the company itself does not 
know if the line is unprofita¬ 
ble, Smith said, because his 
request for financial statistics 
on the line was met by a

response that “fij 
not available.” 

"I find it incredible that a 
railway that can tell me the 
number of railway- ties it has 
in place on the line and the 
age of each tie, cannot pro¬ 
duce the financial statistics 
lor its annual operations,”

The 1970 CTC decision also 
ordered studies of ways to im¬ 
prove the service on the line, 
but all that has been done is 
“ad hoc alterations,” Smith 
said. 

The alterations include 
“switching the time-table 
around and then back again 
so that everyone is hopelessly 


confused: changing the loca¬ 
tion of the Victoria station so 
that its location must be one 
of the best kept secrets in Vic¬ 
toria: increasing the fare over 
the past 10 years by 276 per 
cent so that it is now- ho¬ 
pelessly uncompetitive with 
bus service: taking the agents 
out of the stations; spending 
the large annual sum of $150 
on an advertising budget, all 
of it being expended on re¬ 
printing the time table and 
advising people of service 
disruptions.” 

Smith said the future of the 
E&N may depend on the 
service being given a "fair 
trial” to see If it is economic. 

He added that “the very 


purpose of granting subsidy 
land ... is to help railways 
through lean years when they 
may be suffering losses. 
There are many decided rail¬ 
way cases which show that in 
an application for abandon¬ 
ment regard has to be given 
to the amount of subsidies 
that have been made." 

Section 102 of the Railway 
Act obligates railways to use 
subsidies for the purpose for 
which they were made, said 
Smith. 

He pointed out that the 
most recent sale of subsidy

NANAIMO — The con¬ 
troversial Coombes-HiUiers-

In a letter to the board,

And they also demanded the 
resignation of director Earl 
Ware if the board decided not 
to go to referendum. McLean 
said Ware made the referen¬ 
dum an election promise and 
should either abide by it or 
step down.

The landow-ners’ association 
presented a 500-name petition 
condemning the bylaw at the 
public hearing. 

The essence of the criticism 
of the bylaw is that it re¬ 
stricts a person’s freedom to 
do what he likes with his own 
land. 

Many of the nearly 200 peo¬ 
ple at the hearing also spoke 
in favor of the bylaw. 

Board solicitor Doug Greer 
said a referendum was prac-

ttcally and legally inappro¬ 
priate. 

He said the Municipal Act 
clearly spells out the proce¬ 
dures for zoning changes 
without the need for a refer¬ 
endum. He said even if the 
board decided to hold a vote, 
he doubted whether the ques¬ 
tion could be framed in such a 
way that everybody could 
understand it. 

Director Olav Saele of Nan- 
oose Bay said the community 
was divided on the issue and 
that wag not a good thing.

NANAIMO (CPi Two Ga-

Jim Tyhurst and Keitry 
Hanna in a joint statement 
criticized Jim Campbell, capi¬ 
tal region district, chairman, 
tor his public criticism earlier 
this week of the trust. 

The two said Campbell “has 
been doing his level best to 
discontinue and undermine 
the Islands Trust since its for¬ 
mation in 1974.” 

The trust was formed by 
the former provincial govern¬ 
ment to preserve the environ¬ 
ment of the Gulf Islands ami 
to deter over-development. 

Campbell said recently on a 
television program the Is¬ 
lands Trust was a waste of 
taxpayers' money. 
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Tyhurst called for “controls 
which would regulate land 
speculation on the Gulf Is¬ 
lands.” He referred to Gabrio- 
la Island as an example o( an 
area in danger of sudden, land 
speculation. 

He said Gabriola had but 
3,000 parcels of land, of which 
about 90 per cent is used for 
speculation purposes. 

Gabriola. about three miles 
east of Nanaimo harbor, now 
has a population of 1,500. If 
all lots on Gabriola were built 
on, the island's population- 
would increase to an estimat¬ 
ed 100,000 to 150,IXK) persons. 
Tyhurst said. 

Hanna expressed similar 
concern, adding that more 
legislation is needed in the 
area of land speculation. 

A spokesman for the trust 
said much h&ti already been 
done to prevent excessive 
speculation.

Port Alice and Alert Bay. as 
well as representatives of the 
regional district, school dis¬ 
trict, department of national 
health and welfare, depart¬ 
ment of human resources, 
public health, the Nimpkish 
Band, St, George's Hospital, 
Port Alice Hospital. Anglican 


United Church, and lay peo¬ 
ple. 

THE BRIEF prepared by 
the group presents the mental 
health problems community 
by community, and identifies 
which age group is most at 
risk in each. 

The committee asked the 
regional board to support 
their request for a community 
mental health worker. The 
board agreed with the brief in 
principle, and sent it on to the 
provincial government, en-‘ 
dorsing the request. 

Part of the work of the com¬ 
mittee was to integrate and 
co-ordinate services provided 
to north Island residents, and 
the brief noted that the very 
existence of the committee, 
by bringing a large number of 
people together, had ac¬ 
complished part'of this goal. 

THE BRIEF said that the 
Mount Waddington Regional 
District has many of the prob¬ 
lems common to resource 
communities. In the regional 
district are the tishing com¬ 
munities of Alert Bay, coal 
Harbor, Winter Harbor. Quat- 
sino and Sointula, the mining 
town of Port Hardy, the log¬ 
ging communities of Port 
McNeill, Holbeng, Woss and 
Vernon, and Port Alice, a 
pulp mill town. 

The committee cited a re¬ 
port by J. A. Riffel, published 
by the Ministry of State for 
Urban Affairs in Canada, on 
the quality of life in resource 
towns. 

RIFFEL FOUND problems 
of limited employment and 
promotion opportunity, a high 
cost of living, feelings of isola¬ 
tion, atxn’e-averagc incidence 
of mental Illness and alcohol 
abuse, a lack of family ser¬ 
vices, a lack of community 


and of a feeling oi belonging 
in resource towns. 

RiffePs comments, the com¬ 
mittee noted, apply to the 
north Vancouver Island com¬ 
munities, and these problems 
probably contribute substan¬ 
tially to the mental health 
problems. 

Alcoholism and drug abuse 
were the most frequently 
cited problems in the brief, 
but each community noted its 
own special sq]t of problems. 

IN I* O R-T HARDY, where 
problems were broken down 
by age group, only the group 
age 55 and older were thought 
to have no problems. A need 
for marriage and family coun¬ 
sellors, along with a day care 
facility were seen as needs in 
Port Hardy. 

A separate report for the 
Native people of Port Hardy 
estimated that 26 of 68 homes 
were affected by heavy drink¬ 
ing, with subsequent problems 
of child neglect, hunger, wife 
beating, violence, suicide at¬ 
tempts and accidents. 

A report on Native people 
treated at Port Hardy hospital 
pointed out the low average 
age or people treated for men¬ 
tal health problems. The 
average age for those treated 
for delirium fremens was 29: 
for drug overdose. 22: for 
other suicide attempts, 14. 

THE LARGE population 
turn-over, and two devastat¬ 
ing mudslides in recent years, 
have affected the stability of 
the town of Port Alice, the 
report says. Despite the avail¬ 
able recreation programs, the 
committee said, more com¬ 
munity services were needed. 

The committee in Port 
McNeill identified two major 
groups at risk: teenagers and 
young parents. Teenage prob¬ 
lems of alcohol and drug 


abuse, vandalism, theft, pros¬ 
titution and alienation were 
noted. Marital problems, ina¬ 
dequate knowledge of parent¬ 
ing. depression and alcohol 
and drug abuse were cited as 
the problems of young 
parents, aged 18 to 30. 

THE COMMITTEE in AJert 
Bay identified, “inertia, 
apathy, lack of motivation” 
as the basic problems. 

"Some members see the 
problem as spiritual po¬ 
verty,” the committee said. 

Priority groups in Alert 
Bay were listed as young peo¬ 
ple 10 to 18 years old, fisher¬ 
men and teen-age mothers 
and single young mothers. 

In addition to seeking a 
community* oriental health 
worker, the committee says, 
“In 1977, we hope to work col¬ 
lectively and effectively to¬ 
wards lessening the incidence 
cf mental illness on the north 
Island.”

Exhibition 
presses 
on future 


NANAIMO - The Van¬ 
couver Island Exhibition As¬ 
sociation is tired of the lack of 
co-operation by the regional 
district and wants a firm de¬ 
cision made on Its future at 
the Beban Park site, associa¬ 
tion president Lloyd Cooke 
said Tuesday. 

Cooke told the regional 
board the association wants 
an eight acre, fenced area at 
Beban Park and claimed the 
board had an obligation to 
provide a new site for the ag¬ 
ricultural show. Part of the 
current exhibition area was 
taken up by tlie new recrea¬ 
tion complex. 

Cooke said the only reason 
the association vacated the 
area was a verbal promise by 
tiie regional district that an 
alternate site would be avail¬ 
able. 

But he said the board has 
since refused to honor that 
promise and left the associa¬ 
tion in an impossible situa¬ 
tion. 

Cooke also criticized a lack 
of security at the existing 
buildings which has resulted 
in considerable damage. He 
said the regional district had 
taken down fences and left 
the area “wide open.” 

“If directors could only see 
what has happened to our 
barns. The fences were taken 
down and we have no more 
money to put them back up. 
It’s just no way to run an 
exhibition and we are at the 
point where something has to 
be done about it.” 

He said the situation was so 
serious it was doubtful 
whether VIX could obtain any 
further capital improvement 
grants unless a long-term 
agreement with the regional 
district could be made. 

Cooke said if the association 
was allowed to use a site 
north of the car park, which 
is bush right now. it would 
run its own show with no ex¬ 
pense to the regional district. 

As buildings were complet¬ 
ed on that site, the old live¬ 
stock and poultry accommo¬ 
dation could be removed, he 
added. 

Cooke said no matter what 
happened there would be a 
show this year, but he said- 
the association would have to 
do some long-term planning 
and this was impossible with¬ 
out some kind of permanent 
home. 

The matter was referred to 
the board’s parks and recrea¬ 
tion committee after Owen 
Kennedy said there appeared 
to have been a pledge_to the 
VIX by previous board and 
the request should be. serious- 
Jy considered. 


gone conclusion even before 
the public hearing was held, 
and this just isn't so,” she 
said. 

She wished to go on record, 
she continued, as to why she 
had personally voted for the 
proposal. First she said that 
in comparison to many apart¬ 
ment sites in the city, which 
were on or very near main 
thoroughfares, this location 
would provide a quiet and se¬ 
cluded site. 

“Since 35 of the 42 unites 
are one bedroom, I must 
agree with the applicant that 
he is looking to rent these 
units to couples, in many 
cases older people, who want 
this type of atmosphere. At 
the same time, the unit will 
be within easy walking dis¬ 
tance of major shopping, so 
the residents may walk to 
their shopping. 

“The complex faces on 
other residences only on one 
side, and on this there is a 
10-foot buffer strip with eight 
foot trees, so I can see no 
manner in which it will make 
the district ugly in any way. 

“Finally, I could see no jus¬ 
tifiable reason, on all these 
terms, why the city should 
turn down a perfectly legiti¬ 
mate application, from a most 
reputable and co-operative de¬ 
veloper. to build a needed ad¬ 
dition to the city’s housing. I 
do not consider apartment 
dwellers as second class citi¬ 
zens who should not lie al¬ 
lowed to enjoy pleasant sur¬ 
roundings,” she concluded. 

Aid. George McKnigbt said 
that in general he agreed with 
the points made by A10. 
Chiko, and that it was on the 
same terms that he had voted 
for the application. 

“It has been suggested to 
me this week that at least a 
part of the traffic problem, 
should one develop, is the 
placing of speed bumps at the 
entrances to the apartment 
parking lot. If indeed this be¬ 
comes necessary or helpful, I 
am sure the builder will be as 
reasonable on the request as 
he has been in the past,” he 
said. 

“Otherwise, I frankly feel 
that we have heard all the 
pros and cons on the matter, 
and gone about as far as we 
can go.” 

Mayor Howard McLean 
agreed with McKnight, say¬ 
ing that the whole issue had 
received more time, discus¬ 
sion and publicity than “any 
similar application here¬ 
tofore.”

OTTAWA (CP) - Poorer 
business conditions this year 
than at the same stage of 1976 
may force the Federal Busi¬ 
ness Development Bank to 
write off more of its loans to 
small business, J. R. Murray, 
president of the federal 
agency, said Thursday. 

Murray, appearing before 
the Commons finance com¬ 
mittee, said about 1,600 ac¬ 
counts held by the bank are in 
serious trouble this year com¬ 
pared with 1,000 at the same 
time last year. 

The bank, which was set up 
to act as a lender of last re¬ 
sort for small business, had to 
write off $4.5 million in loans 
last year. Its total assistance 
to about 32,300 businesses is 
valued at $1.4 billion. 

“This year, with business 
conditions the way they are, 


we’ll be having a larger pro¬ 
vision for doubtful accounts," 
Murray said. 

He told MPs that of every 
100 loans, about 40 have some 
problems, but the bank tries 
to help by postponing pay¬ 
backs. giving special manage¬ 
ment counselling or providing 
funds to buy needed equip¬ 
ment. 

The last thing the bank will 
do is seize a business, he said.

The federal good neighbor 
policy of approving emer¬ 
gency oil and natural gas ex¬ 
ports to help solve shortages 
in the United States is bring¬ 
ing millions of additional dol¬ 
lars to the oil companies and 
to federal and provincial trea¬ 
suries. 

With fuel shortages brought 
on by bitter winter weather 
forcing schools and industries 
to close in some states, Otta¬ 
wa moved quickly—some¬ 
times in only hourse—to meet 
U.S. requests for any avail¬ 
able surplus fuel. 

No figure on the total value 
of the crude oil, products such 
as gasoline and heating fuel 
and the natural gas shipments 
is available, but the amount is 
significant. 

The 35.7 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas, which sells at the 
border for $1.94 a thousand 
cubic feet, is itself worth $70 
million. 

The National Energy Board 
says no value is available on 
the 2.1 million barrels of heat¬ 
ing oil and gasoline approved 
for export since the prices 
vary wih each shipment. The 
individual prices are consid¬ 
ered confidential information 
and aren't released. 

But on those shipments, the 
export tax levied by the feder¬ 
al government on oil products 


moving south adds up to 
more than $6 rriillion. 

In addition to those mea¬ 
sures. the government says It 
will delay plans to slash oil 
exports this year in line with 
a policy of eliminating them 
entirely by the end of 1981. 

It says light oil shipments 
will remain steady at 180,000 
barrels a day until June 30 
and heavy oil shipments will 
depend on domestic supply 


and demand. In March the 
heavy oil exports will be 
118,000 barrels a day. 

Earlier fears that natural 
gas exports, some of it under 
'contracts lasting 20 years, 
might have to be reduced ap 
pear to be diminishing in the 
wake of more successful ex¬ 
ploration programs in the 
western producing provinces. 

But oil supplies are still 
tight and government intends 


to eliminate the exports. Cuts 
are expected July 1 after the 
energy board reports on a 
study of supply and demand. 

The government says that 
despite the declining reserves 
of oil, a small surplus was 
available this winter and it 
felt an obligation to meet 
shortages that caused, in the 
words of the energy board, 
“very real hardship in the 
U.S."

He declared he will recom¬ 
mend that no player attend 
training camp next season 
unless it is obvious that his 
team is going to survive the 
season. 

"And at the moment 1 think 
there are three or four clubs 
that should be examining 
their financial positions to de¬ 
termine whether or not it 
makes any economic sense 
whatsoever to continue in 
business next year.” 

Negotiations to keep the 
Barons from sinking ended in 
New York Wednesday with 
the NHL and Barons owner 
Mel Swig each putting up 
3350,000 and the players’ asso¬ 
ciation agreeing to borrow 
$600,000. 

Eagleson emphasized that 
the $600,000, to be repaid in 
the next two years from rev¬ 
enue from extra elhibition 
games, is reserved for sa¬ 
laries. 

"We don’t want the Cleve¬ 
land management to add con¬ 
tracts or increase payments 
to players . .. they'll be able 
to make trades on the under¬ 
standing that there be no sale 
for cash. We saw no reason to 
put our money in and then 
find out that Mr. Swig and the 
Barons had sold three or four 
players and walked away with 
tw-o or three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars.” 

Eagleson said his prefer¬ 
ence is that the money be 
raised by four to six exhibi¬ 
tion games next summer in- 
v o 1 v i n g the top-drawing 
teams. 

Discussing the general 
problems faced by the league 
Eagleson said the owners 
should drop the requirement 
that any decisions be made by 
unanimous agreement: sched¬ 
ules should be rearranged so 
that a team plays more 
games against nearby clubs 
and makes fewer cross^con- 
tinent trips; the four-division 
alignment should be scrapped 
in favor of three divisions of 
six teams or perhaps three 
divisions of five, dropping 
three clubs; and the number 
of players that can be pro¬ 
tected by each club should be 
reduced. 

‘‘Why should Peter Lee he 
playing in Halifax when Paul 
Gardner’s got 23 goals for Co¬ 
lorado? If they want to send 
him to Halifax if he can't 
make it in Montreal, they 
should let every team in the 
NHL have a^shot at him first. 
A first-year pro doesn't hare 
to be protected. Why not? 
Why shouldn’t Montreal have 
to protect Peter Lee next 
summer?” 

Lee, a right-winger from Ot¬ 
tawa ’67s of the Ontario Hock¬ 
ey Association Major Junior A 
League, was Montreal’s No. 1 
pick in the draft last year.

Eagleson said “the game is 
over for the fringe players 
making $75,000 a year” and 
added “he’s going to be on a 
t w - w a y contract making 
$40,000 or $50,000 in the NHL 
and $15,000 to $20,000 in the 
minors.” 

He said salaries of stars 
would remain high but that 
the total salary budget for 
each team should range be¬ 
tween $1.2 and $1.5 million for 
20 players. 

“It’s incumbent on the 
owners and the players' asso¬ 
ciation to look at the future of 
this game very seriously. And 
I know, from the players’ 
point of view, we are pre¬ 
pared to look at any and all 
aspects of the collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement.” 

He said the owners had cried 
that they’re going to lose be¬ 
tween $12 and $18 million this 
year. “Most owners say ‘all 
w-e want to do is cut salaries 
in half and we can survive’. I 
think that’s a lot of crap. Take 
a look at the revenues of De¬ 
tori t Red Wings. Why arc 
they only drawing 7000 fans? 
Is it because their salaries 
are too high? I doubt it. 
They’ve just got a lousy prod¬ 
uct on the ice.”

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It is the time of year vacation schedules are being posted 
on office bulletin boards and if you are a sports salmon fish¬ 
erman this is a good yrar to look to a late summer, early fall 
holiday on the east coast of Vancouver Island. 

Federal fisheries predicts some good salmon fishing in 
the Gulf of Georgia and Johnstone Strait and only mediocre 
fishing in Juan de Fuca Strait this year. 

In the Campbell River waters first returns of adult cpho 
to the new Quinsam hatchery will enhance the sports fishery. 

Jacks returning to the Quinsam in 1976 Indicated signifi¬ 
cant returns can be expected this Bummer and fall. 

For the wild coho that should return to Johnstone Strait 
rivers this year spawning and incubation conditions were fa¬ 
vorable three years ago, but rearing conditions may not have 
been. • 

For those reasons federal fisheries predict an average to 
less-than-average catch of local wild stocks. But add them to 
the new (first-ever) run of returning Quinsam hatchery coho, 
coupled with jacks returning as two-year-olds, and it should 
all add up to some terrific up-Island sports fishing. 

An average return of chinooks is expected in the John¬ 
stone Stralt-Campbell 'River area. 

Mid-Island waters, from Nanaimo to Comox, can expect, 
some fantastic sports fishing according to early predictions. 

For coho, the prediction states an “average to above- 
average summer-fall stream conditions and an average abun¬ 
dance of grilse, indicates an average to better-than-average 
return in 1977.” 

To that better-than-average coho fishing, add the Big 
Qualicum hatchery bonanza return from a million coho 
smolts released two years ago and the returns from nearly a 
million chinooks and it should be obvious those are the 
waters to head for in late summer and early fall. 

★ ★ ★ 

Coho-predictions for Juan de Fuca anglers fishing the 
Fraser River runs are not encouraging. 

"Weather conditions were favorable in the upper Fraser 
and unfavorable in the lower Fraser. (Returns to the lower 
Fraser are expected to be below average. Conservation 
measures may be required for early upper Fraser return,”, 
measures may btre quired for early upper Fraser return,” 
says the federal fisheries predictions. 

> But, this will be a pink salmon year in Juan de Fuca and 
pinks seem to encourage the coho to run into sports fishing 
waters with them, and that usually provides a little better 
fishing than in even-numbered non-pink years. 

But, the pink run is predicted as "disappointing” this 
year 

The sockeye run through Juan de Fuca to the Fraser is 
predicted as a bonanza and that will mean a big fleet of new 
boats In Juan de Fuca. which will do nothing to help sports 
fishing, and coufld really decimate our early resident coho 
stocks. 

Light returns of chinooks are anticipated to the Fraser 
River and because of the expected low returns of the early 
upper Fraser chinooks, the waters easterly of the Fraser 
River Blue Line will remain closed to all commercial salmon 
net fishing, with curtailments of sports fishing and the Indian 
food fishery. 

That means Sooke-Beechey Hea'd anglers can’t be too op¬ 
timistic about the spring chinook fishing in Juan de Fuca. al¬ 
though the Columbia River chinooks also contribute to that 
fishery. 

★ ★ ★ 

Lower Vancouver Island winter salmon fishing continues 
fairly good with a 2.2 fish-a-boat average in Sooke-Beecher 
Bay-Pedder Bay waters; 2.4 fish-a-boat off Victoria and Con¬ 
stance Banks; 2.3 fish-a-boat off Oak Bay’s Trial Lsland and 
the Plats: 1.5 .fish-a-boat off Sidney; and 1.3 fish-a-boat In 
Saanich Inlet where Indian Bay and Tod Inlet has been best 
spot for eight to 12-pounders, with mainly grilse in other 
areas. 

Biggest salmon for some time is the 34-pounder taken 
Saturday between Secretary Island and Beechey Head by 16- 
year-old Mike Moss, using a five-inch black scale and green 
Tomic plug, 100 feet of line add two pounds of weight. 

Jerry Armstead landed a 23-pounder along the Pedder 
Bay kelp bed around noon Saturday on Radiant Squirt, five 
feet of leader, two pounds of weight and 70 feet of line. 

Sansum Narrows, Porlier Pass, Tent. Thetis and Kuper 
Islands have all been good sj>ots for small chinooks and 
grilse. 

Sea lions have been scaring the chinooks at Northwest 
Bay, where fishing has been spotty. N 

John Ebert is still getting chinooks at Campbtll River on 
bucktail fly trolled along Quadra Island and along the Camp¬ 
bell River waterfront. 

Recent rains brought rivers up to good fishing condition 
for steelheaders who have lieen meeting with some success. 
Cool nights have been dropping the rivers a little. Gold River 
has been good, Quinsam has been fair and so has the Oyster. 
Cowichan is still producing fairly well, but the kelts are start¬ 
ing to move out and are being taken by steelheaders. Koksi- 
lah is giving up steelhead.

Player leads Gleason pack 
but Nicklaus close behind 
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Victoria bowler 
elected to ‘ hall’ 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(AP) — Gary Player tamed 
gusty breezes that swept the 
Inverrary Golf and Country 
Club course Thursday . to 
record a four-under-par 68 
and grab the first-round lead 
in the $250,000 Jackie Gleason- 
Inverrary golf tournament. 

A stroke behind the 40-year- 
nld South African was 1974 
NCAA champion Curtis 
Strange, who failed by a 
stroke to earn his Profes¬ 
sional Golfers’ Association 
playing card last fall and 
made the 159-man field on a 
sponsor’s exemption. 

Jack Nicklaus. who won the 
Tournament Players Cham¬ 
pionship here last year and 
never has finished lower than 
sixth in four previous Gleason 
events, headed a list of five 
golfers at 70, two shots off the 
pace. 

The others at 70 were 
Bobby Walzel. Jim Simons. 
Calvin Peete and Fuzzy 
Zoeller. 

Player, seeking his first 
PGA tour victory since 1974, 
started his round with bogeys 
on No. 4 and No. 6. 

"After being two over after 
six, you say, ‘When do vou get 
birdies in this kind of 
weather?’ ” Player said. "But 
I actually love playing in the 
wind. A lot of my cham¬ 
pionships (including the 1974 
British Ooen) have come in 
the wind.” 

Despite the 17-21 mile an 
hour winds, which Nicklaus 
said at times gusted to twice 
that, Player finished his 
round with seven birdies and 
only one other bogey. 

He dropped In a 50-foot sand 
wedge shot on No. 12 and had 
birdie putts of 30 feet on No. 
17, 25 feet on No. 9 and 20 feet 
on No. 14. 

Nicklaus. who started on 
the backside, said the advan¬ 
tage was with Player and 
others who teed off early on 
the front nine before the wind 
picked up.

MADRID (Reuter > — 
Spains north-eastern region of 
— Protest singers from 
Catalonia are riding high on a 
wave of local nationalism and 
earning rich rewards from the 
country’s move toward de¬ 
mocracy. 

From humble beginnings in 
shody, smoke-filled bars, 


through difficult years of of¬ 
ficial disapproval, the Catalan 
minstrels have reached the 
respectable concert halls of 
Madrid and the wavebands of 
state-controlled radio.

The U.S. Agriculture De¬ 
partment estimates Florida’s 
orange crop will set a new 
record this year despite dam¬ 
age caused by the January 
freeze. But juice prices are 
higher now than they vfere at 
the height of the freeze. 

The answer to this apparent 
contradiction, according to 
the citrus^growers, lies inside 
ihe orange* the cold damage 
has left the current crop of 
orahges less juicy than usual. 

The department estimated 
Feb. 1 that national produc¬ 
tion of oranges would be three 
per cent up on last year’s 
record. 

Production was to have been 
even higher: Florida’s citrus 
growers usually expand their 
acreage by 10 per cent or 
more each year. 

The growers have backed 
away from their early dam¬ 
age estimates — some said up 
to 40 per cent of the crop 
would he lost — but they say 
the agriculture department’s 
record crop estimate is mis¬ 
leading. 

The biggest confusion is 
that everyone listened to the 
estimate of a record number 
of boxes of fruit, but disre¬ 
garded the fact the USDA 
said the report was prelimi¬ 
nary and that the juice yield 
was much lower,” said Don¬ 
ald Farmer, assistant general 
manager of Florida Citrus 
Mutual, the state’s biggest cit¬ 
rus cooperative. 

"Using the USDA figures, 
which we think are too high, 
it still will take slightly more 
than six boxes of fruit to 
make the juice obtained from 
five boxes last year,’’ Farer 
said. 

Official damage figures are 
not expected until March 9. 

Farmer said the i in¬ 
dustry believes the juice 
yield would eventually 


average out to 1.1 gallons per 
box of fruit, and that addi¬ 
tional crop reductions were in 
the offing because of the 
amount of fruit that dropped 
from trees after the Feb. 1 
survey. 

The industry estimates that 
so far it has lost 32 million 
boxes of oranges and 9 million 
boxes of grapefruit. That 
translates into a los of about 
5.12 million gallons of juice. 

Perhaps another element in 
the confusion over juice 
prices is the contrast between 
the bargain low prices that 
were offered at the beginning 
of the year — and even during 
the freeze — and today’s 
above normal rates. 

The Florida growers, antici¬ 
pating a record crop, sold fro¬ 
zen concentrated orange juice 
at the wholesale price of $1.61 
per dozen six-ounce cans at 
the beginning of the year. 

■Wholesalers and retailers 
bought 39 million gallons and 
used the concentrate as a bar¬ 
gain leader in supermarket 
sales. 

But in February the whole¬ 
sale price of frozen concen¬ 
trate has risen to $2.60 per 
dozen cans and retail prices 
have followed. Industry ana¬ 
lysts say they expect the 
price to level down later in 
the year.

Natural gas and coal are 
he only resources able to curb 
massive borrowings required 
by B.C. Hydro to develop hy¬ 
dro-electric power. 

Transport and Energy Min¬ 
ister Jack Davis told the le¬ 
gislature Wednesday that 
vithout the discovery of and 
production of more natural 
gas, and until known coal re¬ 
serves are brought on stream, 
the demand for electricity will 
increase along with demands 
for more money from Hydro. 

Speaking in the debate to 
increase Hydro borrowing 
from $3.5 billion to $4.1 bil¬ 
lion, Davis said the funds 
were needed to pay for new 
plant and equipment, and he 
noted that close to 90 per 
afeflfeof all Hydro’s capita 
spending was devoted to pro¬ 
duction of electricity. 

But, he said, “in an expand¬ 
ing system, rev enues from the 
sale of electricity and natural 
gas are not sufficient to pay 
for new dams, transmission 
lines and distribution sys¬ 
tems.” 

‘‘And our rate of growth in 
the province, in imputation as 
well as in energy terms, is far 
above that of the country as a 
whole," Davis said. 

“Growth, in other words, 
adds to our financial difficul¬ 
ties. This plus rugged terrain 
and high wage rates make it 
necessary for corporations 
like B.C. Hydro to borrow 
targe amounts of capital in 
order to keep up with new 
demands which are continual¬ 
ly being placed upon them.” 

Davis said Hydro borrow¬ 
ings would eventually hit a 
down curve. 

“Having said this I must 
still issue a warning," Davis 
said. “Because of our growing 
appetite for energy in this 
province, and because cf the 
cost plus type of inflation 
which we are experiencing 
here, B!C. Hydro's borrowings 
will approach the $1 billion a 
year level by 1980. Only a 
sharp curtailment in con¬ 
sumption or a marked dam¬ 
pening down of inflation — or 
both — will stop us from hav¬ 
ing to borrow such targe 
amounts of money for expan¬ 
sion of this big. publicly- 
owned utility." 

Davis said that while people 
may grumble about their 
Bydro bills, electricity and 
natural gas were still great 
bargains. 

Gary Lauk (NDP-Van- 
couver Centre) responded by 
paying “Hydro has mortgaged 
the future of British Colum¬ 
bians for many years to 
come.”

OTTAW A <CP> A Soviet 
exchange scientist who auth¬ 
orities say attempted to buy 
classified documents from a 
fellow scientist at the Na¬ 
tional Research Council is 
being expelled from Canada. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said Thursday 
Lev Grlgoreyvich Klivos- 
tantsev, 39. the second Rus¬ 
sian to he expelled from Can¬ 
ada in three months, was 
caught after he bought two 


documents both unclassified 
from the other man. 

He added the second man. 
also a foreigner, had tipped 
authorities of the attempted 
purchase. 

RCMP agents smuggled de¬ 
ported Khvostantsev aboard 
Aeroflot flight 302 Thursday 
night which left Montreal for 
Paris and Moscow . 

Jamieson told reporters 
that a strong protest was 
lodged with the Soviet em¬ 


bassy Wednesda> with the 
warning that this kind of ac¬ 
tion can be a setback to rela¬ 
tions between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Asked if other Russians 
were Involved. Jamieson 
noted that no others are being 
asked to leave' the country 
and "that speaks for itself." 

Jamieson refused to give 
the name of the scientist who 
tipped authorities. He had 
done no wrong. 


The expulsion comes about 
a month after five Cubans, 
including three diplomats, 
were expelled or told to stay 
out of the country for partici¬ 
pation in a spy school at 
Cuba's consulate in Montreal. 
It also was disclosed last 
month that another Cuban 
was asked to leave the 
country last year for in¬ 
telligence activities. 

In December Vladimir Vas- 
siliev, assistant air attache in 


the Soviet embassy, was told 
to leave because of activities 
incompatible with his diplo¬ 
matic status. No further de¬ 
tails were even given. 

The external affairs depart¬ 
ment, giving more informa¬ 
tion than it ever has on af¬ 
fairs of this nature, said 
Khvostantsev entered Canada 
Nov. 17 as part of an ex¬ 
change program and cultivat¬ 
ed the friendship of the other 
scientist.

38 survive oil tanker explosion

HONOLULU - A Liberian 
tanker, which earlier reported 
a leak of more than five mil¬ 
lion gallons of crude oil, ex¬ 
ploded and burned about 320 
miles west of Honolulu, the 
U.S. Coast Guard said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The coast guard said a Fili¬ 


pino freighter has picked up 
38 survivors from the tanker 
Hawaiian Patriot. 

It said the freighter the 
Philippine Bataan has radioed 
that the other member of the 
tanker’s 39-man crew has died 
in the explosion. 

Earlier, the coast guard 
said the tanker had a 48-man 


crow. Later, it revised this to 
39. 

The Hawaiian Patriot, 
which had lost the oil because 
ol a major crack in its hull, 
exploded, buckled midships 
and was quickly engulfed in 
tlames, the coast guard said. 

The vessel, 12 years old. Ja¬ 
panese-built. 847-foot long and 


weighing 117,925 deadweight 
tons, was formerly named the 
Oswego Patriot and the Borg- 
lia. 

A huge oil slick caused by 
the leak from the tanker's 
cargo of eight million gallons 
of crude oil was on fire.

Conclusions cooked up 


LONDON (Reuter) A 
young British biochemist 
Thursday admitted faking re¬ 
sults of published experiments 
during the last four years and 
apologized to the world scien¬ 
tific community. 

The remarkable confession 
was made in a letter to the 
authoritative science journal 
Nature from Dr. Robert 
Gullis, who last year ended 
two years of work at the Max 
Planck Institute in West Ger¬ 
many. Nature published two 


papers based on the phoney 
data. 

“I wish to disclose the fact 
that papers published in sev¬ 
eral journals with myself as 
principal author are not reli¬ 
able." Gullis wrote. 

'The curves ahd values 
published are mere figments 
of my imagination, and dur¬ 
ing my short research career 
I published my hyjiotheses 
rather than experimentally 
determined results.” 

In all, eight papers based 
on Gullis’s imagination were 


published in six leading scien¬ 
tific journals, and eight other 
scientists attached their 
names to his as co-authors. 

The papers dealt with the 
response of particular fells to 
opiate drugs, and would have 
been read by almost every 
biochemist dealing with simi¬ 
lar research. 

The deception was reveal¬ 
ed after Gullis s fellow scien¬ 
tists at the Max Planck In¬ 
stitute were not able to dupli¬ 
cate his findings.

There were 91 authorized 
telephone taps last year in 
B.C., 17 bulged rooms and 
one incident of electronic sur¬ 
veillance “by other means.” 

The statistics on wiretai>- 
ping and other forms of sur¬ 
veillance of criminal activi¬ 
ties were disclosed Thursday 
by Attorney General Garde 
Gardom. 

Tabling three annual Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy Act re¬ 
ports, Gardom said that while 
wiretapping showed a small 
decrease in 1976 from 1975, 
electronic checks on criminal 
activity were still in wide use^ 

The general assessment 
section of the 1976 report 
states that the decline from 
the previous year "cannot be 
attributed to any specific fac¬ 
tor. The main iwint is that it 
is still being used as an effec¬ 
tive tool in the fight to control 
major crime in the province.” 

While admitting that dif¬ 
ficulties still arise in the wire¬ 
tap field, the report says that 
the biggest problem lies in 
lack erf manpower and money 
to carry out lengthy investiga¬ 
tions. 

TTie average duration of a 
| wiretap is about a month al¬ 
though the report lists eight 
as continuing longer than 30 
days and five being carried 
out for more than two 
months. 

Most of the taps were car¬ 
ried out on private homes, 
with the second-highest target 
being commercial premises or 
motels. Five wiretaps are list¬ 
ed under •other,” but no clar¬ 
ification is provided. 

Oi the six criminal charges 
laid following wiretapping 
five were successfully prosec¬ 
uted. 


There were 52 wiretaps 
from which evidence was 
gathered but not yet used in 
court. 


In 1975 there were 166 tele¬ 
phone taps and 41 bugged 
rooms authorized by the attor¬ 
ney general’s department. 


Clover Point surprise 

Bids on outfall 
come in low 


Contractors eager for work 
bid below estimates Thursday 
for a 6,900-foot sewage outfall 
for Clover Point. The low bids 
should allow the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board to recoup the 
over-estimate bids last year 
on the pump station. 

Four bids were opened, 
ranging from 52.48 million to 
just under $3 million. 

Last month the job was es¬ 
timated to cost $3,019,000. 

Last fall the pump station, 
estimated to cost $2.7 million, 
Actually cost $3.2 million. 

Regional public works 
chairman Murray Glazier 
said the low bids reflected the 
general state of the construc¬ 
tion industry. 

"We had bids closed yester¬ 
day on the Haliburton reser- 
vior for the Greater Victoria 
Water District at $1.5 million 
on an estimate of $L8 mil¬ 
lion.’* said Glazier. 

“The contractors really 
want those contracts.” 

The low bids, he said, bring 
the total for the project close 
to the originally estimated 
price, making up for the esca¬ 
lations for the pump station. 

“It proves that Clover Point 
was the proper site for this 
outfall.” 

Cover Point was chosen on 
economic as well as engineer¬ 
ing considerations, and there 
would have been concern if 
the cost had gone too high.

CP accused of "child neglect’ on E&N 


Canadian Pacific’s treat¬ 
ment of the E&N railway is 
"corporate child neglect.” the 
lawyer who acted for the pro¬ 
vincial government in last 
year’s hearings on the rail¬ 
way said Thursday. 

Melvin Smith, addressing 
the Victoria Rotary Cub, said 
the CPR had been more than 
amply paid to continue rail 
service on the E&N in perpe¬ 
tuity. but had failed time and 
time again to live up to its 
agreement with tlie federal go-' 
vemment. 

That agreement called uj>on 
the original owners of the 
line, who sold it to the CPR. 
to "lay out. make, build, con¬ 


struct. complete, equip, main¬ 
tain and work continuously a 
line of railway . . . from Es¬ 
quimau to Nanaimo. 

Lawyers tor the CPR argued 
that the word "continuously” 
was actually supposed to be 
"continuous.” referring to the 
distance which the line 11 was 
sup[>osed to cover without a 
break. 

In addition to being poor 
grammar, the CPR position 
completely ignored the his¬ 
tory and the issues involved, 
Smith told Rotarians.

a "package deal” that in¬ 
volved conveyance of land 
and cash to the railway 
owners, in return for opera¬ 
tion of the railroad in perpe¬ 
tuity, Smith said. 

“That was the deal and it 
still is the deal.” 

Succeeding court cases 
have upheld this interpreta¬ 
tion of the agreement, he 
said. 

Mr. Justice Locke of the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada said 
in 1948 that the subsidies w'ere 
to ensure the operation of the 
railway in perpetuity, noting 
that “otherwise the railway 
company might have simply 
built the line for the purpose 


of obtaining the valuable sub¬ 
sidies and discontinued opera¬ 
tion if it proved unprofitable." 

Tlie Canadian Transport 
Commission turned down an 
application in 1970 to discon¬ 
tinue passenger service by 
saying that "until we have ev¬ 
idence before us that the ser¬ 
vice is being properly run. so 
far as it is within tlie power of 
CP Rail to do so. it is impossi¬ 
ble for us to make the deter¬ 
mination whether tlie sendee 
is up^conomic and is likely to 
continue to be so.”/"* 

According to,-the CPR. even 
the company itself does not 
know if the line is unprofita¬ 


ble. Smith said, because his 
request for financial statistics 
on the line was met by a 
response that "figures were 
not available.” 

"I find it incredible that a 
railway that can tell me the 
number of railway ties it has 
in place on the line and the 
age of each tie, cannot pro¬ 
duce the financial statistics 
for its annual operations,” 
Smith said. 

The 1970 CTC decision also 
ordered studies of ways to im¬ 
prove tlie service on the line, 
but all that has been done is 
“ad hoc alterations," Smith 
said. _ 


The alterations include 
“switching the time-table 
around and then back again 
so that everyone is hopelessly 
confused: changing tlie loca¬ 
tion of the Victoria station so 
that its location must be one 
of the best kept secrets in Vic¬ 
toria; increasing the fare over 
the past 10 years by 276 per 
cent so that it is now ho- 
]>elessly uncompetitive with 
bus service: taking the agents 
out of the stations; spending 
the large annual sum of $150 
on an advertising budget, all 
of it being expended on re¬ 
printing the time table and 
advising people of service 
disruptions.”

Pen-bred pheasants couldn 7 survive wilds—SPCA

Pen-bred pheasants used in 
“recreational” shoots are so 
tame himters sometimes have 
to walk up to them and per¬ 
suade them to fly. 

Persuasion often involves a 
“push” with the foot. 

But the pheasants are poor, 
•low fliers, and some of them 
run away instead. 

“The birds are usually over¬ 
weight. unexercised,” Vic¬ 
toria bird expert Don Adams 
said in an interview Thurs¬ 
day. (See also Page 29). 

Adams is the manager of 
the Victoria SPCA and a 
former Ontario provincial po¬ 
liceman. 

Before his job a^ SPCA 
manager he was a conserva¬ 
tion officer with the B.C. fish 
and wildlife branch. 

He still works with fish 
and wildlife offfbials as a con; 
sultant. 

Pen-bred pheasants not 
killed by shdtgun fire often 
die of starvation or exposure!" 
he said. 

"Some guy conies into their 
pen every day and feeds and 
waters them. They never get 


acclimatized to the wild envi¬ 
ronment,” Adams said. 

The pheasants are kept In 
captivity from the day they 
hatch until the day they are 
released to the hunters. 

Adams said the biggest 
pheasant pen he ever saw was 
in California. It was called s 
"flight pen.” It was 100 by 50

feet. About 200 birds were 
kept in it for two weeks be¬ 
fore they were released to be 
shot. 

The pen was supposed to let 
them exercise their wings, to 
make the shoot more exciting*' 

“They’d fly up and hit the 
wire and bounce back to the 
ground again.” 


"The majority of these 
birds are in poor feather con¬ 
dition. Their wing feathers and 
tail feathers are broken or 
pulled out. They are inferior 
to wild birds in stamina and 
hiding abilities,” he said. 

Chicks raised in “brooders” 
graduate to "raising pens” 
and then to "flight-condition¬ 
ing pens,” he said. 

Adams said commercially- 
raised pheasants can be bred 
for a number of reasons. 

They can be fattened for res¬ 
taurants. or pampered to tlie 
I»eak of physical condition for 
•show, or pen-raised for "rec¬ 
reational" hunting. 

Defending on the jiurpose. 
he said, the birds will be in 
varying degrees of condition¬ 
ing. 

He said a commercial 
breeder on* the Gulf Islands 
supplies Super-Valu stores 
with pheasants. 

“You don’t, have to *huol 
one to eat one," he said. 

Adams said the SPCA Is not 
against the "taking of ani¬ 
mals for food or any other le¬ 
gitimate purpose.” The soci¬ 
ety is against the "senseless 
killing” of animals and birds 


for sport, especially animals 
that aren’t equipped, lie said. 

Pen-bred pheasants are 
about nine months old when 
they are released to hunters. 

Adams, who has a large * 
aviary, said he was asked 
lour years ago by business¬ 
men on Vancouver Island if 
he would raise birds for a 
shooting operation they want¬ 
ed to develop. He refused. 

Adams said the North Saan¬ 
ich application for a shooting 
farm, which was approved by 
council but temporarily halted 
by Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf, 
would be the type of operation 
suitable for businessmen who 
didn't have the time to hunt 
for wild animals. 

"You get some client who 
has a few thousand dollars to 
invest in your company, and 
you take him out and impress 
him with some hunting." 

Adams said the more elabo¬ 
rate [Peasant shoots in t h e 
United States guarantee a 
quota of dead birds, provide 
free bar service and give 
hunters, upon request, bird* 
already plucked and dressed. 

(At some commercial •hoot 


operations in B.C., the lee for 
the privilege of shooting pen- 
raised birds is $300 a year. 
The shoots, two of which are 
on the Island, are run under 
the auspices of the Fish and 
Wildlife branch.) 

Adams said he believes that 
in Greater Victoria, hunters 


of wild animals outnumber 
the "slob hunters who hunt 
domestic animals.” 

He said the usual procedure 
at the shooting farms is to 
make an appointment. 

An hour or so before the 
hunters arrive, birds are 
placed in a field. Some of 


them are placed in bushes. 
Others run for bushes. 

The hunters are told the 
general location of the birds. 

“Sometimes the hunters 
have to go to the bushes and 
chase them out,” Adams said. 

“The birds <Jon’t have much 
fear of humans.” 
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
